Based upon the information presented, it is held that all of the new subordinate units whose names 
appear on the lists recently submitted are exempt from Federal income tax as organizations de- 
scribed in section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code as they are organized and operated ex- 
clusively for the purpose noted above. Any questions concerning taxes levied under other sub- 
titles of the Code should be submitted to the appropriate District Director. 


Your new subordinate units are not required to file Federal income tax returns so Jong as they re- 
tain a tax exempt status, unless they are subject to the unrelated business tax imposed by section 
511 of the Code and are required to file Form 990-T in order to report unrelated business taxable 
income. This is also applicable to you and your pre-existing subordinate units. Your new sub- 
ordinate units are or are not required to file the annual information return, Form 990A, as indi- 
cated above. Such returns, if required, must be filed with the appropriate District Director after 
the close of the annual accounting period of each subordinate unit, unless you include the sub- 
ordinate units in a group return filed by you. 


Contributions made to your listed subordinate units are deductible by donors as provided in sec- 
tion 170 of the Code. Bequests, legacies, devises, transfers or gifts to or for the use of the listed 
subordinate units are deductible for Federal estate and gift tax purposes as provided in section 
2055, 2106 and 2522 of the Code. 


You and your exempt subordinate units are not liable for the taxes imposed under the Federal 
Insurance Contributions Act (social security taxes) unless waiver of exemption certificates are, 
or have been, filed as provided in such Act. Inquiries about the waiver of exemption certificates 
should be addressed to your District Director. You and your exempt subordinate units are not 
liable for the tax imposed under the Federal Unemployment Tax Act. 


We have noted our records of any change in the names, addresses, character, purposes or method 
of operation of pre-existing subordinate units or those which ceased to exist of which you cur- 
rently notified us, 


Please send us the following information annually not later than 45 days after the close of your 
annual accounting period.

established in 1947, is located at Raanana, Israel, 
a short distance from Tel Aviv, on a 250 acre tract. 


Some 350 boys and girls between the ages of 12 and 17 
live, study and work in this self-governing Youth Aliyah 


located in Bakka, Jerusalem, provides full-time, round-the-clock 
care for some sixty children between the ages of 2’ and 6. 


These underprivileged children are referred by SAAD, 

the Israel government’s social service agency. They are 
youngsters from broken homes, or the children of parents who, 
because of serious illness or other circumstance, 

cannot care for them, at the present time. 


is located in a congested quarter of Jerusalem occupied 
mainly by new immigrants. 


Operating on the American settlement house pattern it was 
the first such institution to be opened in Jerusalem. 
The year was 1949. 


Every age group is served. More than 500 children, 
young people, and adults pass through Bakka’s doors during 
a single day. 


The range of activity is 

as varied as the need: 
supervised study rooms for 
students who can find 
no room for homework 

in crowded homes... 
social events for young 
people .. . ballet classes 
for teen-age girls... arts 
and crafts, dramatics, 
lectures, language courses 
. .. Holiday and Sabbath 
observances .. . a library 
for children ... sports... 
music and music 
appreciation—all, and 
more, aid in the 
development and 
integration of the Bakka 
community. 


village which enjoys an international reputation. An 
additional 100 day students come from nearby towns. 
Kfar Batya includes an agricultural high school, 

an industrial high school and an academic high school, 
all accredited by the government of Israel. 


Children stemming from 25 different countries 
are housed in almost a dozen dormitories. 


The village is now being developed as a major 
industrial training center. Special workshops 
provide vocational training in precision machine 
tooling, carpentry, welding and metalwork, and 
other vocational skills. 


Principal structures include: 
the Bar-Ilan Memorial 
School and Vocational 
Center; the Bienenfeld 
Library; the Kraushaar 
Synagogue; the New York- 
New Jersey Vocational 
Training Center; and a 
complex of large-scale farm 
and agricultural training 
buildings. 


located at Petach Tikvah, was the 
first children’s village to be established 
by Mizrachi Women. 


Since 1944, generation after generation 
of Youth Aliyah children have grown 
to maturity in this project which is 
primarily an agricultural training center. 


Some 300 boys and girls, organized 
into working groups of 50—25 boys 
and 25 girls—live at Mosad Aliyah. 
There are also 75 ‘‘externals’’, or 
non-resident day students. As each 
group graduates it goes, as a unit, into 
“Nahal’’—the combined military and 
agricultural service which young people 
may choose as their Army service. 


Mosad Aliyah is now also the first 
accelerated teacher-training seminary 
for religious youth in Israel. Almost 100 
college-age students are preparing 

for service as teachers in border 
settlements and new-immigrant 
development areas. The Teacher 
Training Seminary offers a two-year 
course under the guidance of the 

Israel Ministry of Education. 


7 to 17; young adult groups, and adult 
education courses. 


An expansion program during the 
past five years has virtually rebuilt 
Mosad Aliyah. The village’s major 
structures include the Schreiber 
Synagogue; the Northwest Rescue 
Cultural and Recreational Center; 
the Wurzweiler School; and a series 
of new dormitory complexes. Farm 
training is conducted on 280 
acres. Further expansion and 
development is continuing in 
accordance with a master plan 
for the village. 


Cultural programs, lectures and social activities 
provide a common meeting ground for recent immigrants 
and “‘older’’ residents of the religious community. 


Weekly attendance is in excess of 1,500. 


a joint project of the Mizrachi Women’s Organization 
of America and the Mizrachi Women’s Organization of 
Canada, was the first religious community center 

to be opened in Israel’s major port city. 


Since 1958, when it was opened, the center has 
pioneered in community services for all age groups. 
A notable contribution is its Golden Age Club — 
the first such facility in Haifa. 


The center provides a kindergarten for 80 children 
of working mothers; thirty hobby groups and clubs 
for children and youth in age groups ranging from

opened in 1932, was the first project to be established by 
American Mizrachi Women. It was also the first vocational 


high school for girls to be established in Israel, then Palestine, 
and is generally considered to have set a pattern for later 
efforts in the vocational training of high-school age girls. 


The student body of some 400 girls is comprised largely of 
Jerusalem-born children of immigrants from North Africa and 
the Middle East—the so-called ‘‘oriental’’ community. 100 
students live in the school dormitory; the remainder are

The Beersheva Vocational High School for Girls 


most recently established project of the Mizrachi Women’s 
Organization of America, is operated in joint and equal 
partnership with the Mizrachi Women’s Organization 

of Canada. 


After some years in temporary quarters, the school 
moved into a modern structure completed in 1963. 


It is located in the heart of the constantly-growing capital 
city of the Negev desert, and draws its student body 
from surrounding areas as well as Beersheva proper. 


The school’s capacity, at the present time, is 200 girls, 
almost all of whom are children of recent immigrants 
from North Africa and the Middle East.

nearby communities. 


The BZM Jerusalem is a ‘‘comprehensive”’ school, providing 
academic, technical and vocational training. 


Courses lead to careers in dietetics, hotel management, 
secretarial and office work, fashion design, dressmaking, and 
teaching of handicrafts and domestic science. 


Many graduates go on to teacher seminaries or the 
Hebrew University. 


The Beth Zeiroth Mizrachi, 
Jerusalem includes the Esther and 
David Shapiro Vocational High 
School—now being enlarged; the 
Eichler Library; and the recently 
refurbished main building, which 
serves as a dormitory and 
domestic science center. 


THE BETH ZEIROTH MIZRACHI, JERUSALEM 


opened in 1939, is the largest of the 
vocational high schools operated by 
Mizrachi Women. 


Situated in the heart of Tel Aviv, the 
school receives more than four 
applications for admission for each 
student who can be accommodated. 
Present enrollment (1965) is 550. 


Of these, 120 are students in the 
two teacher-training seminaries 
(Handicraft Teachers Seminary and 
Cooking Teachers Seminary) which 
are part of the school. 


Like its sister school in Jerusalem, 
the BZM, Tel Aviv, provides vocational 
training in three basic areas: 
secretarial and commercial; fashion 
design and dressmaking; and 
domestic science. 


Many students go on to positions 

as teachers in their subject specialties, 
but the majority join the country’s 
working force as direct contributors 
to Israel’s growing economy. Still 
others, after a fourth year of study, 
matriculate at the Hebrew University. 


Graduates are in high demand in 
government offices and 
commercial enterprises 
throughout the country. The 
standards of BZM, Tel Aviv, are 
generally recognized to be 
unsurpassed by any similar 
school in Israel.

The Mizrachi Women’s Organization of America is a major 
contributor to the work of the World Mizrachi Women’s 
Organization, a federation of Mizrachi Women’s Organizations 
from many countries. 


In conjunction with W.M.W.O., American Mizrachi Women 
operate the BETH RACHEL LEAH Nursery and Community Center 
in Jaffa, and more than forty After-School Recreational Centers 
for underprivileged youth in every part of Israel. 


In partnership with the Jewish National Fund, Mizrachi Women 
are establishing an Outdoor Recreational Center and 

Park atop Mount Gilboa — the first of its kind in Israel. 
Forests planted through JNF include: The Harry S. Truman 
Forest; the Bessie Gotsfeld Forest; the Yecheved Shapiro Forest; 
and Mizrachi Women’s Forests in Birya, Netiv Halamed Heh, 
Mevo Betar, Adullam, and the Freedom Forest. 


With OMEN (Mizrachi Women of Israel) and the Mizrachi 
Women’s Organization of Australia, American Mizrachi Women 
operate THE TALBIEH CHILDREN’S HOME, a Youth Aliyah 
Institution caring completely for some 60 teen-agers 

in Jerusalem. 


Mizrachi Women’s Fresh Air Fund for Israel’s Youth provides, 
in cooperation with municipalities in many parts of Israel, 
day-care and summer camp opportunities for hundreds of 
underprivileged children. 


Mizrachi Women distribute Passover Supplies to the needy, 
through an annual Mo’os Chitim Fund; provide 

Adult Education through public cultural events; and offer 
Aid To Graduates in special situations.

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8. 2792 PROVIDES NEW FLEXIBILITY 
| IN PUBLIC LAW 480 LEGISLATION 


Mr. HUMPHREY. Mr. President, yes- 
terday’s passage of S. 2792 amends the 
availability criteria for commodities 
which may be disposed of under the Agri- 
cultral Trade Development and Assist- 
ance Act of 1954 familiarly known as 
Public Law 480. 

Previously, the last sentence of section 
401 provided that no commodities would 
be available for disposition under the act 
if such disposition would reduce’ the do- 
mestic supply of such commodity below 
that needed to meet domestic require- 
ments, adequate carryover, and antici- 
pated exports for dollars as determined 
by the Secretary of Agriculture at the 
time of exportation of such commodity. 

The bill adds to this provision the 
clause “unless the Secretary determines 
that some part of the exportable supply 
should be used to out the national 
interest and humantarian objectives of 
this act.” 

‘The proposal was offered in further- 
ance of the request made in the Presi- 
dent’s address to the joint session of 
Congress on October 8, 1974, in which he 
stated that authority was needed to 
waivé certain of the restrictions on the 
disposition of commodities under the act 
based on national interest and humani- 
tarian grounds. 

In times of temporary shortages it be~ 
comes essential that the food assist- 
ance program under Public Law 480 not 
be discontinued abruptly—particularly 
in cases where continuation of the pro- 
gram 1s needed for the foregoing objec- 
tives. 

Such authority would be needed spar- 
ingly, and pnly to meet needs of the 
highest priority. It would allow the 
United States to make a significant con~ 
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tribution toward alleviating human 
suffering and maintaining the economic 
stability of friendly foreign govern- 
ments. 

At the same time, use of this author- 
ity will have little impact on total sup- 
plies of any commodity, as quantities ex- 
ported under Public Law 480 represent 
very small proportions of supply and 
total exports for most commodities. For 
example, exports of wheat and feed 
grains under the act in fiscal year 1974 
amounted to 2.8 and 1.9 percent of total 
exports for those commodities, respec- 
tively. 

Although it is difficult to assess the 
effect of the proposed bill on budget out- 
lays, it is believed that enactment of the 
bill would have no significant budgetary 
impact. 

We also added to the bill, as an 
amendment, a provision sponsored by 
Senator Bren and others which makes 
it clear as a statement of policy that 
commodities included under the interna- 
tional food aid program should also be 
available for domestic feeding programs. 

This amendment gives a clear warn- 
ing to the Department of Agriculture 
that it should not tamper with domestic 
programs while the same commodities 
are being furnished to other nations. 

The act also includes a provision to 
amend the Food Stamp Act to require 
that effective March 1, 1975, not less 
than 20 percent of the total value of 
coupons issued-to eligible households be 
usable only for beef. pork, poultry, or 
dairy product purchases. 

Coupons are to be coded so as to be 
usable only for the purchase of beef, 
pork, pouliry, or dairy products. The 
amendment authorizes the administer- 
ing State agency to make exceptions to 
this requirement in cases where it is im- 
practical with regard to a specific house- 
hold. 

The Food Stamp Aci provides that 
coupons shall be issued in such amount 
as the Secretary of Agriculture deter- 
mines to be the cost of a nutritionally 
adequate diet. 

Since there is a surplus of animal pro- 
tein in the United States, the committee 
urged the President and his advisers to 
explore all possible avenues with regard 
to the use of meat, poultry, and dairy 
products under Public Law 480 and other 
U.S. Government food aid programs. 

8. 2792 is an important step in clarify- 
ing the Public Law 480 program and in 
utilizing surplus animal products at 
home and abroad. I commend the Sen- 
ate for approving this measure, and I 
urge that the House also give its 
approval.

hile Arab Moslems wa 

religious war menacing the 
survival of the Christian minority, the 
UN Security Council defaulted: on -its 
obligation to halt the internecine slangh- 
ter, but preoccupied itself with the Arab 
war against the Jewish minority in the 
Middle East. Thus, the Council trans- 
formed itself into a propaganda instru- 
ment, which the Arab states used to 
rupt the peacemaking process at Geneva 
in their campaign to do away with Isra- 


‘The U.S. fortunately vetoed the PLO’s 
resolution calling for the establishment 
of a separate Palestinian state. This ac- 
tion came on the eve of Prime Minister 
Yizhak Rabin’s recent visit to Washing- 
ton. However, it was a reassuring reaffi- 
rmation of American support for Israel, 
although it raised critical questions: 
questions. 

What can the U.S. and Israel do now to 
restore the momentum of the peacemak- 
ing process? How can they halt the 
PLO’s drive for recognition and power? 
How can they move any of the Arab 
closer to a settlement in light of 
the successful Arab propaganda and mil- 
itary campaigns of the last few weeks? 

It is believed that Prime Minister 
Rabin and President Gerald R. Ford 
have agreed to seek some kind of pro- 
gress in negotiations between Israel and 
Jordan, but any such mave. means. an 
uphill battle to overcome serious obsta- 
cles 

Can King Hussein ignore the decision 
of the Arab League taken at Rabat in 
1974, and subsequently ratified by the 
UN General Assembly, recognizing the 
PLO as the spokesman for the Palestini- 
an Arabs? Hussein was virtually bribed 
with a $350 million gift to retreat to the 
sidelines. In recent weeks the Jordanian 
monarch has been moving closer to Syria 
and there has been no indjcation.that he 
is receptive to any new responsibility 
with respect tothe West Bank, 

On the brighter'side, 
tions in the West Bank are schedule 
and new representation for the Palestini- 
an Arabs in the area could emerge. But 
for a long time, West Bank Arabs have 
been diffident about opening any nego- 
tiation with Israel authorities because of 
the fear that they would suffer the tradi- 
tional fate of collaborationist 

Another problem confronting both the 
U. S. and Israel is the increasingly ag- 
gressive attitude of Syria which won an 
immense propaganda victory at the UN 
by forcing the Security Council to initi- 
ate discussion on the issues with the par- 
ticipation of the PLO. While the U. S. 
vetoed the final action, nevertheless 
Syria did score a propaganda gain by 
pointing out that Egypt had negotiated a 
second disengagement agreement with 
Israel without regard for the demands of 
the PLO for representation in the nego- 
tiations, Thus, the Syrians became the 
PLO’s patron. In recent weeks the Syri- 
an government has been able to assume 2

his gives Syria new prestige and at 
the same time enables her to advance 
military forces ~ the Palestine Liberation 
Army — closer to Israel’s northern fron- 
tier in southern Lebanon, Israel now has 
a more vulnerable border, extending 
from the sea over to the Gol Heights. 
This may prove to be a temporary va 
tage point, for the civil war is far from 
ended, the C tians of Lebanon are not 
reconciled to Syria's domination, and 
the PLO itself is divided. Despite the 
truce, there has been a bloody battle by 
tween the Syrian Saiga and the “‘rejec 
tion front” of the PLO. In other words, 
the rival factions represent the rival 
Baath parties in Syria and Iraq. 

While the PLO and its allies have been 
winning these propaganda victories, the 
world seems totally indifferent and aps- 
thetic to the tragedy in Lebanon, where 
some 10,000 people have been murdered 
and where the economy has been shat 
tered, Certainly, it negated the prop: 
ganda of the Palestinians that a secular 
Palestine could be created or that it was 
possible to establish a bi-national state 
inside Israel 

Although this refutation of the PLO 
position has become increasingly clear, 
most of the media have been unwilling 
to recognize the terrifying reality of the 
Lebanon disaster; many correspondents, 
preferred to describe it as an ideological 
conflict between right-wing Christians 
and left-wing Moslems. 

More perceptive observers have recog- 
nized an age-old fact — that Moslem 
may tolerate a minority but are unwi 
ling to aceept infidels as equals and that

the dream of its ancient empire, envi 
inga return to past Islamic glory, 

If the U. S. and Israel, after sounding 
‘out Hussein, are unable to advance on 
that front, they would then presumably 
call for another meeting at Geneva, ad- 
hering strictly to UN resolutions 243 and 
338, and denying a seat to the PLO. Isra- 
el's Prime Minister Rabin has made it 
clear that the Israelis will concede that 
Palestinians may come as members of 
the Jordanian delegation, since, Rabin 
emphasizes, Jordan itself embraces the 
largest part of what was once Palestine. 
Another difficulty which confronts Israel 
is that if may not make territorial conces- 
sions to the Jordanians without asking 
the people of Israel for a new mandate. 
‘This would involve elections, and the I 
raeli political parties are bitterly diyid- 
ed; the outcome would be in doubt.

T © be misquoted is an occupa- 
tional hazard of political lead- 
ership; for this reason I should like to 
clarify my position in regard to the Pa- 
lestinian issue. I have been charged with 
being rigidly insensitive to the question 
of the Palestinian Arabs. In evidence of 
this I am supposed to have said, “There 
are no Palestinians.” My actual words 
were: “There is no Palestinian people. 
‘There are Palestinian refugees." The dis- 
tinction is not semantic, My statement 
was based on a lifetime of debates with 
Arab nationalists who vehemently ex- 
cluded a separatist Palestinian Arab na- 
tionalism from their formulations. 

When in 1921 L came to Palestine— 
until the end of World War I a barren, 
sparsely inhabited Turkish province— 
we, the Jewish pioneers, were the 
avowed Palestinians. So we were named 
in the world. Arab nationalists, on the 
other hand, stridently rejected the desig- 
nation. Arab spokesmen continued to in- 
sist that the land we had cherished for 
centuries was, like Lebanon, merely a 
fragment of Syria, On the grounds that it 
dismemberpd am ideal unitary Arab 
state, they fought before the Anglo- 
American Committee of Inquiry and at 
the United Nations. 

When the Arab historian Philip K. Hit- 
ti informed the Anglo-American Com- 
mittee of Inquiry that “there is no such 
thing as Palestine in history,” it was left 
to David Ben-Gurion to stress the central 
role of Palestine in Jewish, if not Arab, 
history. 

As late as May, 1956, Ahmed Shukai- 
ry, subsequently head of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, declared to the 
United Nations Security Council, “It is 
common knowledge that Palestine is 
nothing but southem Syria.” In view of 
this, I believe I may be forgiven if I took 
Arab spokesmen at their word. 

Until the 1960's, attention was fo- 
cused on the Arab refugees for whose 
plight the Arab states would allow no so- 
lution though: many: constructive and 
far-reaching proposals were made by Is- 
rac] and the world community. 

I repeatedly expressed my sympathy 
for the needless sufferings of refugees 
whoxe abnormal situation was created 
and exploited by the Arab states as a tac 
in their campaign against Israel. 
However, refugee status could not be 
indefinitely maintained for the original 
550,000 Arabs who in 1948 joined the ex- 
codus from the battle areas during the 
Arab attack on the new state of Israql. 

When the refugee card began to wear 
thin, the Palestinian terrorist appeared 
‘on the scone flourishing not the arguable 
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claims of displaced refugees but of a 
ghoulish nationalism that could only be 
sated on the corpse of Israel. 

I repeat again. We dispossessed no 
Arabs. Our toil in the deserts and mar- 
shes of Palestine created more habitable 
living space for both Arab and Jew. Un- 
til 1948 the Arabs of Palestine multi- 
plied and flourished as the direct result 
of Zionist settlement. Whatever subse- 
quent ills befell the Arabs were the inev- 
itable result of the Arab design to drive 
tus into the sea. Had Israel not repelled 
her would-be destroyers there would 
have been no Jewish refugees alive in 
the Middle East to concern the world. 


aw, two years after the Yom 

Kippur War, Tam well aware 
of the potency of Arab petrobillions and 
Lhave no illusions about the moral fiber 
of a United Nations, most of whose 
members hailed gun-toting Yassir Arafat 
and shamefully passed the anti-Semitic 
resolution that described Zionism, the 
national liberation movement of the 
Jewish people, as racist. 

But though Israel is small and beset, I 
am not prepared to accede to the easy 
formula that in the Arab-Israeli conflict 
we witness two equal contending rights 
that demand further “flexibility” from 
Israel. Justice was not violated when in 
the huge territories liberated by the Al- 
lies from the Sultan, one per cent was set 
aside for the Jewish homeland on its 
ancestral site, while in a parallel settle 
ment 99 per cent of the area was allotted 
for the establishment of independent 
Arab states. 

We successively accepted the trunes 
tion of Transjordan, three-fourths of the 
area of historic Palestine, and finally the 
painful compromise of the 1947 parti- 
tion resolution in the hope for peace. Yet 
though Israel arose in only one-fifth of 
the territory originally assigned for the 
Jewish homeland, the Arabs invaded the 
young state. 

Task again, as I have often asked, why 
did the Arabs not set up a Palestinian 
state in their portion instead of cannibal- 
izing the country by Jordan's seizure of 
the West Bank and Egypt's capture of 
the Gaza Strip? And since the question 
of the 1967 borders looms heavily in the 
present discussions, why did-the Arabs 
converge upon us in June, 1967, when 
the West Bank, the Golan Heights, the 
Sinai, the Gaza Strip and old Jerusalem 
were in their hands? 

These are not idle questions. They ex- 
ist. This right is not subject to debate, 
‘That is why Israel cannot by its pres- 
ence sanction the participation of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization at the 
direct violation of Resolutions 242 and 
338. 

We have no common language with

Reflections on the 
United Nations, and 
Ambassador Moynihan's 
Departure

ust as the United Nations has 

failed to keep the peace, it has 
failed'to keep the promise of fairness for 
all nations. The General Assembly has 
become an instrument by which the 
Arab states and the PLO are prosecuting 
their war against Israel, a weapon in the 
campaign to destroy the Jewish state, 
‘The smaller and poorer states have been 
bribed and blackmailed by oil and oil 
revenues, and organized by the Soviet 
Union and the Communist bloc into an 
anti-Israel, anti-American coalition that 
will pass any resolution the Arabs pro- 
pose no matter how unfair, no. matter 
how untrue. 

In the face of this assault on fair play 
and responsible diplomacy, America’s 
Ambassador at the United Nations, Pa- 
trick Moynihan, did a magnificent job of 
expressing the views of the American 
people. He found the voice with which 
to articulate our deepest beliefs and val- 
ues. He stood up, sometimes alone, to 
say what we Americans think—not what 
some faceless State Department bureau- 
crats think would be inoffensive to states 
that make it their full time business to at- 
tack the United States and its democratic 
friends. 

‘The United Nations had reached an 
unsurpassable low when it turned the 
podium over to Yassir Arafat, an armed 
terrorist. But the UN resolution that con- 
demned the ingathering of the Jewish 
people in their historic homeland as a 
form of racism, shattered all records for 
hypocrisy and venality. That resolution 
is nothing more than an example of the 
technique of the “Big Lie.” Repeated as 
is every time the UN is in session, its 
promoters hope that it will gradually be 
accepted as truth by an increasingly irre- 
sponsible bloc of nations.

—in declaring Zionism a form of 
racism; 

—in according a forum to the PLO 
which remains dedicated to the de- 
struction of a member state of the 
United Nations; 

—the continuous flow of extremist 
thetoric aimed at Israel; 

—the abject silence of the United 
Nations in the face of the slaughter 
of so many innocent Christians in 
Lebanon; 

—the endless tirades against West- 
ern democratic values that fill the 
pages of the U.N. proceedings; 


all of this has served as a frightening re- 
minder of the 1930's when the world 
looked the other way while the extrem- 
ists, unopposed, grew in strength and 
power, 

Pat Moynihan’s departure from his 
U.N, post is a great loss to America, He 
refused to acquiesce in the irresponsibil- 
ity of the United Nations, He bargained 
hard and fairly. He was not fooled by 
one-way “detente.” He had overwhelm 
ing support in the American press and 
among ordinary citizens. He typified the 
strength and character and indepen- 
dence of mind which we expect from our 
public officials—but which evidently 
makes the Administration uncomfort- 
able and has led again and again to the 
resignation or dismissal of some of our 
best people, There was something terri- 
bly wrong when Pat Moynihan had to 
threaten to resign in order to get minimal 
expressions of support out of the Ad- 
ministration. 

By standing up and being counted, 
Moynihan has shown the direction that 
American policy ought to take. We ask 
that our representatives in the United 
Nations now carry on in his footsteps, 
speak-up for us frankly and directly, and 
continue to battle in that international 
forum on traditional American demo- 
craticand humanitarian terms. 
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A Wealth of 
Jewish Art

he “House on 92nd Street” is

home to the Jewish Museum since 1947. 
Located within the mile or so that ¢o 
tains much of the world’s cultural trea 


tures—known to the cognocenté as "u 

seum row”—it was bequeathed to the 
Jewish Theological Seminury by Frieda 
Schiff Warburg as an affirmation 
of my faith in the fundamental princi- 
ples of our Jewish tradition which can

Jems of the world today,” 

Before that time, the Judaica which 
formed the nucleus of the museum eol- 
lection was housed in the library of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary at Broad- 
way and 122nd Street in New York City. 
Tt has grown since 1904 from an initial 
xift of 26 objects from Judge Meyer 
Sulzberger to approximately 12,000 ob- 
jects. The Jewish Museum has one of the 
three most extensive Judaica collections 
in the world, the other two being located 
in Prague and in Jerusalem.

plans, maps and models by the architect 
who achieved fame for his design of the 
“Habitat” at Expo 67 in Montreal, and 
whose work has received wide attention 
in the U.S, and Israel; “Magic and Su- 
perstition in the Jewish Tradition,” an 
extensive study and display of amulets 
and other objects relating to this little-

various metals are hard at work in small 
offices and workshops in the upper 
reaches of the mansion. 


E xhibition space was doubled 
in 1963 by the addition of a 
new building which was donated by Mr 
and Mrs, Albert List. It was at that time 
that the museum expanded its role into 
the contemporary art scene by present- 
1g works by many avant-garde. artists 
including Larry Rivers, Robert Raus- 
chenberg, Robert Motherwell, Jim Dine, 
and. Ad Rinehart. ‘The apparent lack of 
Jewish identity these exhibitions 
caused resentment among many of the 
museum's supporters, and in 1971, after 
self-examination, the policy makers of 
the museum determined that it should 
focus on its original goals in which the 
descriptor “Jewish” would be truly rele- 
vant. 

Tn that context the recent exhibition 
“Jewish Experience in the Art of the 
Twentieth Century” has had notable 
success. It was conceived by Professor 
Avram Kampf, the exhibition curator 
and consultant to the museum, to dem- 
onstrate thematically that there is an ele- 
‘ment in the paintings and sculptures of 
the past 75 years that is identifiable as 
haying foundation in experiences that 
are uniquely Jewish: not only in those 
whose subjects are specifically ritual, 
but in those of the Jewish artists of the 


School of Paris, those whose content re- 
lates to the Holocaust, and even in the 
canvases of the non-objective artists. 
The show received overwhelming 
affirmation by museum visitors, and it 
was genuinely regretted that due to limi- 
tations of time and budget, it could not 
be extended. 


FF plowing close in its ees is 
the new exhibition "The Book 
and the Spade: Archaeology and the Bi- 
ble,” whose curator is the museum direc- 
tor Joy Ungerleider. Over 100 artifacts 
from the Holy Land, Mesopotamia, 
Egypt, Persia and neighboring lands as 
well as maps, charts, models and photo- 
graphs provide a panorama of Biblical 
history beginning with the story of 
Abraham almost 4,000 years ago and 
continuing through the Roman oc

derstanding of the Biblical text and pro- 
vides information from which the life 
and thought of ancient Israel emerge,” 
The visitor is introduced to the exhibi- 
tion through a sixteen audio- 
visual documentation which presents, 
with the use of Biblical quotations, the 
setting, chronology and significance of 
the Bible. The travels of Abraham 
through Mesopotamia and the story of 
Moses and the Hebrews in Egypt are il- 
lustrated with the use of maps, charts, 
figurines, jewelry, pottery and other ar- 
tificats, The exhibition also traces the d 
velopment of the Israelite monarchy 
der Kings: 


also explores the times and messages of 
the prophets Isaiah, Jeremiah and Ezeki- 
él, and the subsequent. invasions and 
conquests by Assyria, Babylonia, Persia, 
Greece and Rome, 

One of the most iinportant artifacts in 
the exhibition is a fragment from the 
Dead Sea Scrolls. Discovered in 1947, 
these Serolls document Jife among the 
Qumrun community which thrived in 
that area about 2,000 years ago.

BCE) from the Island of Elephantine in

Other plans for the season include an 
exhibition of over two hundred photo- 
graphs from YIVO documenting major 
aspects of Jewish life in Poland between 
1860 and 1939, years which encom- 
passed changes caused by a dramatic 
confrontation with modernity. A small 
Bicentennial exhibition of Judaica and 
objects from the museum collection will 
go on display, and a film series entitled 
“Limits of Freedom” screening films re- 
lating to political, romantic, personal, 
and social freedom being offered on con- 
secutive Tuesday evenings in February 
with discussion sessions to follow each. 

Since 1947, more than one million per- 
sons have visited the Jewish Museurn. If 
recent crowds are any indication it will 
not take 20 years to double that number!

he list of Jewish women who 

have made notable contribu- 
tions in the epic story of the rise of 
‘America from colonial dependency toa 
leading world power, is along and glori- 
ous one. 

When Paul Revere clattered through 
every Middlesex. village and farm to 
spread the alarm that the British sol- 
diets, the Redcoats, were coming back in 
1775, there were about 2,500 Jews living 
inal of the 13 colonies. Not very many, 
true, But then, neither was America very 
large either. Yet, even though small in 
numbers, Jewish men and women made 
their weight felt during the American 
Revolution, both on and off the battle- 
field. 

Jewish. history immortalizes many 
women ranging from queens to heroines 
and martyrs, from judges and pro- 
phetesses to scholars and writers, The 
prophet Micah (VI:4) ranks Miriam 
alongside her two brothers, Moses and 
‘Aaron, as a leader of the deliverance of 
the Jewish people from Egypt, The story 
‘of Deborah, whose general Barak defeat- 
ed-the Canaanite commander Sisera and 
liberated the Israelites, apart from its 
heroism, is evidence that no authorita- 
tive prejudice existed against a woman 
Being elected a leader ol the femteh yop. 
ple provided that she were capable of

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such leadership, It is also interesting to 
note that when King Josiah discovered 
the hidden Book of the Law in the year 
621 B.C. while the Temple was being re- 
built, he first consulted the prophetess 
Huldah about its importance before dis. 
cussing it with the contemporary Jere- 
miah and the inhabitapts of Jerusalem. 
There are references to “wise women” in 
the Books of Samuel and Kings whose 
advice was sought by King David and 
his captain af hosts, Joab. Further, entire 
books of the Bible such as the Book of 
Esther and Ruth, as well as that of Judith 
and Susannah in the Apocrypha are 
named after their respective heroine: 

The post-Biblical period has a similar 
tale to unfold, for in its pages are pre- 
served biographies of women of distinc 
tion and charm, Yaltha, the wife of Rab- 
bi Nahman, participated in Halachic 
discussions. Berutiah, daughter of a 
tinguished father, Rabbi Haninah ben 
Tradyon (one of the ten martyrs of the 
Hadrianic persecutions after the fall of 
Jerusalem to the Romans in 135 C.E,) 
and the wife of Rabbi Meir, the famous 
second century Tanna, will ever be im- 
mortalized for the way in which she 
comforted her husband at the sudden 
death of her two children on the eve of 
the Sabbath. Imma Shalom, the brilliant 
daughter of Rabbi Shimon ben Gamali- 
el, is the anthoress of some scintillating 

replies to heathens who discussed with 
Thar lathes taesaldiear OF IuGAtita to be « 
moral and ethical guide to life. 

‘This record of wisdom and gallantry

has continued unbroken from the post- 
Talmudic period right down to our own 
days. Women provided many of the 
noblest martyrs during the Crusades and 
the Spanish Inquisition, as they provid- 
ed writers of distinction like Edel Men- 
dels, reputed to be the authoress of Jo- 
sippon (Cracow, seventeenth century) 
and the more famous Glueckel of Ham 
lin (1645-1719) whose “Memoirs” give 
ceaseless interest and delight. 

Even from this cursory glance of the 
status enjoyed by women in Judaism, it 
is clear that the formulators of the Jew- 
ish design of living never regarded her 
merely as a subordinate of man, but as 
‘an equal being in her own right. “Male 
and female created He them,” says the 
Torah (Genesis 1:27). 

The Bicentennial celebration com- 
memorating two hundred years since the 
signing of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence and the beginnings of America as 
a republic, independent of England, is 
being celebrated in 1976. 


very remarkable Jewess of 

this period was Abigail Minis, 
the matriarch of a distinguished family 
in the early history of Georgia. Born in 
England in 1711, Abigail, at the age of 
22, left the security of London to settle 
in the newly founded colony of Georgia. 
There were some 40 setilers in the vessel 
which brought among others the Mini 
family, consisting of Abigail, her hus- 
band Abraham and their daughters Esth- 
erand Leah. 

Abraham was a man of means and fol- 
lowed mercantile pursuits im the new: 
world. His name appears on the first real 
estate deed recorded in Georgia. Philip 
Minis, the son of Abraham and Abigail 
was the first white child born in that eo- 
lony. Abraham died in 1757 leaving his 
estate and business to the capable At 
gail who increased the inheritance mani- 
fold during her Jong and fruitful life of 
96 years. 

She even-risked hen life in thecause of 
American independence. During the 
Revolutionary War, the American high 
command decided in 1779 to recapture 
annah from the British, General Lin- 
col selected Philip Minis and Levi 
Sheftall to help the expedition. After the 
attack was launched supplies were 
needed and the commanders applied to 
Abigail for provision: 

‘The keen lady knew that the Conti- 
nental Army was a poor credit risk, but 
her beloved state and independence 
came first. She delivered the goods with- 
out hesitation, But in the battle for S: 
vannah, the Americans were defeated 
and Abigail found herself in a very pre- 
carious position. The British suspected 
her loyalty. Before they acted against 
her, however, she managed to escape 
with her five daughters to Charleston, 
S.C, 

Alongside the valiant and patient Mrs. 
stands the sacrificing and dutiful 
Sheftall who helped feed American 
soldiers in Savannah, 

The American Revolution ended in 
1788 and the soldiers went back to their 
farms and their waiting families. They 
began to pick up the threads of their 
lives where they had left them, 

In the formative years of our nation’s 
history, there were born in this land men 
and women whose lives influenced 
deeply the thoughts of a growing Ameri- 
ca andthe American Jewish community. 

At a time when the young Republic 
was evolving, when boundaries. were 
stretching and new horizons beckoned, 
the Jews of America recognized the tal- 
ents of Rebecea Gratz who wes born in 
Philadelphia in 1781. 

Rebecca was the seventh of twelve 
children of Michael Gratz, who was son 
of a wealthy merchant family in Phila- 
delphia which since their arrival in 
America was strongly identified with ev- 
ery Jewish cause, Her uncle Bernard was 
‘one of the founders of Mikve Israel con- 
gregation, Her father served as its presi- 
dent. Her brother Hyman established a 
college for Jewish studies in Phila- 
delphia which still bears the family’s 
name. 


Although all historians agree that Re- 
becca, like the princess of the fairy tales 
cof old, was ax good as she was beautiful, 
some dispute whether certain oft-repeat- 
ed episodes are fact or merely legend. 
One of the unsolved mysteries is that 
with all her charm and beauty she never 
married. The story goes that in her youth 
she loved a Christian, but that his reli- 
gion reared a burrier between them. 

Then there is the story with which ev- 
ery reader of that exciting romance 
Toanhoe is familiar. Again, we can not be 
too certain as we sift fact from fantasy 
but it seems quite reasonable that Rebec 
ca Gratz was actually the model for the 
heroine of Walter Scott's well-known 
tale. 

There is plenty of evidence that Wash- 
ington Irving, the popular author of Rip 
Van Winkle, The Legend of Sleepy Hol- 
low and scores of other tales, was a close 
friend of the Gratz family, During his vi- 
sits to Philadelphia he often visited the 
Gratz mansion. 

Rebecea's purity of heart, loyalty to 
her race and. beauty of face, inspired 
Washington Irving's imagination. He 
had many opportunities to observe how 
she tried to forget her own grief by de- 
voting her life to her family and to vari- 
ous charitable causes. In 1807 he wrote 
to Rebecea about the forthcoming visit 
to Philadelphia of the artist Thomas Sul- 
ly: “I think I can render him no favor of 
which he ought to be more grateful than 
in introducing him to the notice of your- 
self and your connections. 

Washington Irving's fiance Matilda 
Hoffman died of tuberculosis in the 
spring of 1809, She had been nursed ten- 
derly for the last six months of her life by 
Rebecca who had been her childhood 
friend. Going abroad to forget his grief, 
Irving visited and became friendly with 
Sir Walter Scott, then at the height of his 
fame. Scott planned to write a novel of 
chivalry in the time of Richard the Lion- 
hearted. One of the characters, Scott told 
the American visitor, was to be a Jewish 
anoneylender; Isaac of York. 

"You must give him & lovely daugh- 
ter,” we can hear living suggesting, 
With the skifl of an experienced storytel- 
ler Washington Irving told him of Re- 
becca Gratz’s devotion to her religion, 
her hopeless love and her life of service, 

We are told that shortly after Irving's 
return to America, he received a copy of 
the newly published Ieanhoe, with a let- 
ter in which Scott inquired: “How do 
you like my Rebecca? Does the Rebecca 
T have pictured compare well with the 
pattern given?” 

Outgrowing the romantic legend of 
her life, Rebecea Gratz became a leading 
worker for charity and education. In 
1801 she became the tireless secretary of 
the first society organized to help the 
poor of Philadelphia, a non-sectarian or- 
ganization known as the “Female As- 
sociation for the Relief of Women and 
Children in Reduced Circumstances. 
In 1819 she organized the “Female He- 
brew Benevolent Society” to care for the 
large number of Jewish immigrants then 
entering the United States, This organi: 
zation was the first Jewish philanthropi 
agency apart from a synagogue ever es- 
tablished and was the inspiration for all 
Jewish welfare agencies to appear later. 
‘When there were orphans to care for, Re- 
hecea started the first orphan asylum i 
her city and in America. She was its 
secretary for forty years, 

‘The Hebrew Sunday School Society, 
the first of its kind in America, was also 
founded by her in 1838. She was its pres- 
ident and superintendent for twenty-six 
years. Miss Gratz not only planned the 
lessons to be studied but wrote the les- 
son outlines which she handed to her 
inexperienced teachers, This was a sig- 
nificant Jewish service she performed 
for her religious contemporaries as well 
as for all Jewish posterity. She began an 
educational movement which survives 
tothis day. 

Not content to remain what a contem- 
porary writer called “a queen of socie- 
ty,” Rebecca Gratz gave not only of her 
wealth but of her time and rare ability as 
an executive to many causes, both Jew- 
ish and non-Jewish. 


The American Mizrachi Woman 


She was acclaimed as one of the nubl- 
est women in the world when she was 
laid to rest in Mikve Israel Cemetery in 
Philadelphia in 1869 at the age of 88, 
Her life was a record of overflowing 
kindness 


A schoolmistress who eagerly 
waited in Charleston, S.C., for 
Reberea Gratz’s letters and lesson 
was Penina Moise, a woman who tese 
bled the Philadelphia Je 

» devotion to her religion, Rebecca 
Gratz was rich and beautiful; Penina 
Moise was poor and plain of face. She 
was nearsighted, yet her one great esvape 
was in reading. This was a forbidden 
luxury so she would creep up to the attic 
of her house with books and note paper 
and read by a faint light. She had borne 
poverty and ill health with fortitude, and 
in the last 25 years of her life she was 
blind. 

Shortly after the Revolutionary War, 
the Moise family who were of French 
origin, were driven from their home on 
the island of San Domingo in the West 
Indies by a terrible slave ising. 

Abraham Moise found shelter for his 
family in Charleston, where Penina, one 
of nine children was born in 1797. 

Young Penina studied and read by 
herself, When she was only,twelve years 
old her father's death forced her to leave 
school, She studied more and more by 
herself. She learned well and was famil- 
iar with the Bibje, along with the we 
ngs of Homer and Shakespeare, and th 
outhors of her own day. In: order ta sup- 
‘ort themselves and her sisters 
opened a school for young ladies: 

‘or many years she was the supe 
tendent of the Sunday School of Con- 
gregation Beth him in Charleston. 

She showed her literary ability at-an 
early age and was a pré author. In 
1830 her poems and prose began to ap- 
pear in print. She was a contributor to 
the Charleston Courier, Boston Daily 
‘Times, Godey’s Lady's Book and the 
Charleston Book, as well as other lead- 
ing publications, 

Although her verse was sometimes 
light and humorous, her best efforts were 
those when as a devoted Jewess she 
championed her people, She wrote acol-

Book of Psalms for the use of Congrega- 
tion Beth Elohim which came to be 
widely accepted. Even today, many of 
her hyinns are sung in synagogues and

She also was the unofficial poet laureat 
of her city. Many civie events were cele- 
brated by her. Penina Moise became 
well known throughout the South. Her 
radiant personality as well as her verses

gious beliefs but her deepest innermost 
thoughts and yearnings were made evi- 
dent. During the Civil War, she was in- 
spired to write martial poetry in honor of 
the soldiers of the Confederacy. As a 
lifelong Southerner, Penina remained

that the young man who left the beauti- 
ful old city to face war and possible 
death on the battlefield, fought for a 
righteous cause. She wrote a poem as 
stirring as a battle cry to encourage these 
young soldiers. 

When she became the successor to Sal- 
ly Lopez as Sunday School Superintend- 
ent, she could indulge both her love o 
teaching and her innate piety. She be- 
came celebrated even among her Chris- 
tian friends for her religious fervor and 
she was invited to contribute a memorial 
poem when a noted Bishop died.

[id contest the long and 
demure life of Penina Moise 
(1797-1880), was the brief but fabulous 
career of her contemporary Adah I 
Menkin who was born in New Orleans 
and died in 1868 in her early thirties in 
Paris. Adah also wrote poetry. The intel- 
Jectual feat of translating Homer's Tliad 
at the age of 13 is ascribed to her. She 
contributed poems to Isaac Mayer 
Wise’s Israelite. She urged Jews to re- 
spond to the plight of their persecuted 
Kinsmen. Her two volumes of postry en- 
titled Infelicia evoked praise from noted 
critics and literati, But her fame rested 
not on her brilliant mind but her daz- 
zling beauty and ational perfor- 
mances as an actress. For a decade high 
and mighty audiences in both America 
and Europe acclaimed her, And in her 
death, her friend Baron Lionel de Rath 
schild did. not forget her. He found her 
grave at Montparnasse and placed a 
monument to her memory on it 

Another Jewish woman who was not- 
ed far and wide in her own day and is 
still remembered is Exnestine Rose, one 
of the first fighters for equal rights for 
women, 

The daughter of a pious and humble 
rabbi, she was bom in 1810 in the ob- 
scurity of Pyeterkow, Poland, as Sismon- 
di Potowski. When she was 16 her moth- 


ex died and when her father remarried 


land, Belgium, Germany and France 
where she met leaders, thinkers and cele- 
brities in the social, economic and politi- 
cal movements of her day. 

Sismondi journeyed on to England in 
the 1830's and changed her name to 
Emestine. She became the wife of Will- 
iam Rosen, an abolitionist. She met Rob- 
ert Owen and accepted his theories of so- 
cial reform. For the rest of her life, 
Owenism became the guiding prineiple 
in her thinking and action as a social re- 
former.

She presided at the first meeting of an 
ization in 1834, The group had a 
ring name: “The Association of

mestine Rose was to fight for these 
ideas in the United States from 1836 to 
1869, Her title was “Queen of the Plat= 
forms.” She was to urge the rights of lab- 
or, to champion women’s rights and to 
battle black slavery in the South. 

Tn May of 1836, the very month in 
which Ernestine and William arrived 
New York, she petitioned the New York 
State Legislature to give married women 
equal rights with their hushands in 
property ownership and in guardianship 
of her children, She failed at first but 
ted until these reforms became 


She stated that since women must pay 
the same ent and taxes as men, they 
should enjoy the same rights, 

For thirty years until her health failed 
her, Ernestine Rose worked the top level 
of the National Womien's Suffrage As- 
sociation, speaking in favor of the rights 
She was an impassioned or- 
politician and orator at conven- 
bers of the National Wo- 
ien’s Suffrage Association elected her 
one of their delegates to the Women’s, 
Industrial Congress held in Berlin in 
1869. It has heen said that if Susan B. 
Anthony was the “soul,” then Emestine 
Rose was the “brains” of the women’s 
suffrage movement. 

Her test personal triumph was 
seored when the Territory af Wyoming 
adopted equal suifrage in 1869) the first 
slative body to give the ballot to 
women: This victory was won almost 
singlehandedly by the efforts of Ernes- 
tine Rose and is an enduring tribute to 
her plave in American history, 

However, she did not live long enough 
to see the complete fruits of her labors 
which were finally enacted into. the 
Nineteenth Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States which gave all 
women the right to vote.

How many millions of people from 
many nations have visited the Statue of 
Liberty in the great New York City har- 
bor? Just as many have'seen and read at 
least one of the poems of the American 
Jewess, Emma Lazarus. 

When France in 1883 sent the enor 
mous statue of “Liberty Enlightening 
the World,” as a sign of friendship, it 
was necessary to raise funds to build the 
pedestal on the island selected for the 


statue site. Emma Lazarus, already 
known for her poetry, donated to the 
fund-raising auction a sonnet which she 
had just written expressing her vision of 
America asa sanctuary for the huddled 
masses of European vietims of religious 
and economic persecution 

Emma Lazarus was a dedicated Jew- 
ess of Sephardic ancestry who spared no 
effort in fighting for Jewish 
whether by means of her poems, es 
novels or plays or through or 
al work. Although her early literary work 
dealt with the ancient Greek and Roman 
classies, as she grew more mature, she 
tured more and more to the romance 
and tragedy of Hebrew lore. She was 
abruptly awakened to Jewish reality 
when pogroms in Czarist Russia created 
a wave of concern among world Jewry 
which reached the shores of the U.S. 

In 1881, Emma Lazarus went with 
several women to Ellis Island, where 
hundreds of refugees streaming in from 
Russia were awaiting admission to the 
U.S. The plight of these helpless Jews 
became the dominant theme of her short 
life, Emma became the uncrowned poet 
laureate of her people. Instead of de- 
scribing the woes of legendary Greek 
heroes, her poetry began to tell of Jewish 
pioneers laboring to. create another 
Promised Land, While Theodor Herzl 
was still a university student, Emma La- 
zarg dreamed and wrote of the Return 
of the Exiles. She mastered Hebrew and 
translated the verses of the poets of the 
iden age of Spanish Jewry: Ben Ezra, 
Gabirol and Halevi, the Lover of Zion, 

In the pages of the American Hebrew 
th 1883, there began her series of sixteen 
prose articles entitled “Epistles to the 
Hebrews” which expounded her pre 
gram for social reconstruction and for 
the need of industrial training for Jews, 
She presented her prophetic views on 
Eretz Yisrael which will become a 
“home for the homeless, a goal for the 
wanderer, an asylum for the persecuted, 
a nation for the denationalized.” 

In the same spirit, she wrote a series of, 
s entitled “By the Waters of 
” and later her fercely Zionist 
r ‘The Banner of the Jew” and 
“The New Ezekiel.” In the latter poem 
she prophesized the revival of the dry 


nization- 


Laurence Oliphant, the British dip- 
lomat and non-Jewish pioneer of Zion- 
ism, contacted her that she should secure 
American governmental support for his 
Gilead project. This was a bold political, 
economic plan to open up a Transjordan 
region north of the Dead Sea for mass 
settlement of Jews. Emma Lazarus did 
not live to see the initial success of the 
pioneering work in Eretz Yisrael. She 
died in 1887 at the age of 38 at the height 
of her literary and organizational activi- 
ties.

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News From Our Schools 


‘The 1975-76 school year has brought 
new challenges and opportunities for the 
network of American Mizrachi Women's 
schools in Israel. There have been diffi- 
culties, but AMW's competent staff and 
administration have met the challenge. 

Nearly 800 students are enrolled in 
Beth Zeiroth Mizrachi, Jerusalem, this 
year, where a special ninth grade class 
has been added for Russian and Geor- 
gian girls who have no traditional Jew- 
ish background. Teachers of this course 
underwent special training last summer 
to enable them to deal with any prob- 
lems. 

‘Two other courses are being offered 
for the first time at BZM, Jerusalem, one 
is for office receptionists, part of the se- 
cretarial curriculum which includes ele- 
tical work, bookkeeping and typing. 
Another is computer programming, a 
three year course offered to students 
heading towards matriculation, Upon 
completion of the course, the girls will 
be qualified “programmer assistants.” 
Actual work on the computers will be 
done weekly at the Hebrew University 
by special arrangement. 


Recently, students from BZM, Jerasa- 
Jem, visited Gush Etzion, the famous 
settlement that fell to the Arabs during 
the War of Independence, where they 
planted trees in a special ceremony. 

This school year in Beersheva shows 
350 students enrolled at the BZM there, 
with more than 100 at the Teacher's Se- 
minary. The local press has garnered 
praise for the students for their recent 
trips to senior citizen's homes in the 
area, where they visit with and entertain 
the elderly. More students than ever be- 
fore are participating in such extra-cur- 
ricular activities, as well as in clubs such 
as journalism, folk dancing, singing and 
arts and crafts. It was also reported that 
new furniture will be purchased for the 
secretarial courses to expand opportuni- 
ties for the girls. 

American Mizrachi Women's schools 
in Israel are continuing this year, as in 
the past, to provide top education and 
training for young women, combining 
traditional values with practical knowl- 
edge which will lead to better jobs

Ah sonally by Dvorah Masovetsky 


Jewish Life 
in The Orient 


hen we returned to our 

home in Jerusalem from our 
Far East trip, I found a letter from Aga- 
tha I. Leifer, editor of The American 
Mizrachi Woman, in which she wrote 
how much she enjoyed the story about 
Tokyo, and was looking forward to the 
next installment about our Japan visit— 
Kyoto and Kobe. 

Still, it is difficult for me to concen- 
trate singularly on any one subject these 
days. The hypocritical proceedings at 
the UN, with their far-reaching effects 

the small Jewish communities we vi- 
sited, as well as the internal economic 
al problems in Israel, intrude 


‘As interested as we were in sight- 
seeing, we were even more interested in 
seeing our fellow Jews in these far-flung 
places and bringing them regards from 
Israel. The Jewish Agency:learned about 
our trip and asked us to visit the Jewish 
communities and_ bring back reports 
They wrote to each country in advance 
so we did not lose any: time in locating 
the Jewish leadership, 

Upon arriving in Kyoto, we met the 
‘one person there who! has been corre- 
sponding with the Jewish Agency about 
his own aliyah? This young man is trying 
hard to unite the few Jews who live or 
study in Kyoto, though his own Jewish 
knowledge is limited. He had hoped to 
have us meet a few overseas university. 
students, Jewish by birth, but either now 
Buddhists or simply floundering. How- 
ever, they did not show up. 

One evening he took us to the World 
Study Museum, privately owned by « 
Japanese millionaire, where he found a 
Sefer ‘Torah. The owner of the Museum 
gave his permission to hold Friday night 
services in the reading room of the Mu- 
seum, but our friend could not get 
enough people to participate. 

The trip to the Museum took us 
through many streets and back alleys we 
would not have seen otherwise, and 
confirmed our impression of the quaint- 
ness and beauty of ancient Japan. The 
building, set in the center of an old resi- 
doritial quarter, is built in the traditional 
pagoda style, Inside, the three floors are 
packed with books, relies, art, menorahs 
and. memorabilia from throughout the 
world, The Sefer ‘Torah is open and kept 

na glass case, Hundreds: of books by 
Jewish authors on every subject imagin- 
able filled a whole section. We certainly 
could not go through. an entire collec- 
tion, sinee thers was no catalogue and 
the items, were to be found throughout 
the building. We saw many old books 
whose value we could not deterinine (as 
well as an entire now set of the Talmud 
stacked in one corner), and informed the 
Jewish Agency of the existence of this 
Masetum which may contain some rare 
Jewish volumes, 

As for our friend, we invited him to 
visit us when he comes to Israel. We 
Hope he does soon, for we don’t: know 
how long he can remain-inspired to do 
something forthe few Jews in Kyoto. 

We could not get to Kobe because of 
the railway strike. Rabbi Tokayer of To- 
kyo suggested we contact'a Mr. Gottlieb 
there, so we did so by phone. Mr. Gott- 
lieb regretted that we could not visit 
Kobe - he even invited us to a brit milah 
for which a mohel was coming from 
overseas. Because of our conversations 
we could ascertain that he was know/- 
adgeable in Jewish traditions, We 
learned there are Jewish families in 
Kobe. They conduct Friday night serv- 
ces, maintain-a Hebrew Schoo! for their 
children and celebrate communally: eve

It was fascinating to hear 
about the progress and higher standard 
of living of the Japanese worker since 
World War II, the greater productivity; 
the almost total industrialization with 
workers receiving many fringe benefits; 
their worship of nature being hemmed 
in by progressively modern mee 

stories projects; the phe 
nomenon of Japan's recovery in the 
fi and economic world, Every- 
where there was the combination of the 
old and the new. Some of the women, 
wearing the traditional kimono, walked 
alongside their daughters in moder 
western dress. We observed Japanese 
coming to the Shintu Temple for the reli- 
gious ceremony, and then the feast at an 

fedding Salon or a hotel 
‘The Golden Pavilion Pagoda, set in a 
magnificent garden with shrubs, ginko 
and maple trees, is just alongside a typi- 
cal market with stalls and smells of 
foods and with sonvenits for tourists. 

1 could not help but ponder, What 
does ish tourist think when 
they visit Israel? A Jewish tourist is very 
subjective, and “everything is wonder 
ful, emotional and exciting.” Do any of 
them Feel sad at the advance of moderni- 
ty and progress, and the disappearance 
of ancient buildings? Pirael’'s An 
Department has a rigid schedule to pre- 
serve such areas, to uncover ancient sites 
in their archeologioal digs. We must 
keep the synthesis between the old and 
the new—so that future’ tourists, and 
particularly Future generations of Jews 
will understand and strengthen their 
bonds to our past history, 

‘Of all the countries we visited, we had 
a fabulous, four-day stay in Singapore— 
and that is where we had the most yid- 
dishe nachas. From the moment we 
landed and took a taxi to our hotel until 
the drive back to the airport with an es- 
cort of three cars, the visit to Singapore 
was a high point in our trip. 

‘Our mood was set by the Chinese taxi 
driver who, speaking good English and 
hearing that we came from Israel, landed 
the help that Israel is giving Singapore 
in many important areas, He spoke high- 
ly of the’ brilliant Jewish lawyer, David 
Marshall, who was Prime Minister when 
Singapore was a British colony, We later 
met Mr. Marshall, and we can attest that 
heis as charming ag heis brilliant.

With those words, the new president 
of American Mizrachi Women took over 
the leadership of the organization as it 
began its 51st year. 

Elected at the 50th Golden Jubilee 
Sonvention in Washington, D.C., Sarah 
Shane, herself a third generation mem- 
ber of AMW, is also the first AMW presi- 
dent to-be from outside the New York 
area. 

She also pledged that she and AMW 
would continue to give all our projects in 
Israel the best possible guidance and aid 
that is needed. And she noted that 8,000 
persons in Istael are part of AMW’s net- 
work of nursery schools, settlement 
houses, community centers, vocational, 
industrial, agricultural and academic 
high schools and teaching seminaries. 

Responsibility to AMW; to the Jewish 

community; to Israel is the key word in 
Sarah (“Suzie”) Shane's life. Her grand- 
mother, Mrs. Goldie Schwartz, Z"L, was 
a founder of AMW and in Baltimore or- 
ganized the Sarah Ribakow Chapter. Her 
mother, Mrs. Gussie Poliakoff of Bal- 
timiore, was active in AMW and was 
present at Mrs, Shane’s election and in- 
stallation. Her grandfather, Rabbi 
Abraham N. Schwartz, Z"L, was the 
Grand Rabbi of Baltimo:

In Baltimore, they liked the work that 
Suzie Shane was doing and she served 
on many boards and committees of Or- 
thodox Jewish schools and groups. She 
was the president of the Jewish Com- 
munity Center Associates in that city 
and she has served as vice president of 
the Federation of Jewish Women's Or- 
ganizations of Maryland. 

Both her Hebrew and academic educa- 
tions were home-grows in Baltimore, a 
city which is known for its high stand- 
ards of Jewish education. She is agradu- 
ate of the Isaac Davidson Hebrew 
School and she attended Baltimore He- 
brew College 

Mrs. Shane was educated in Baltimore 
public schools; received a B.S. from 
‘Towson State College and she did grad- 
uate work in remedial reading at the

Many of her friends say that her re- 
sponsibility to the community has. ear 
ried over to her profession, too. For 
many years she taught in both public 
and private schools, as well as Sunday 
and elementary Hebrew schools. 

‘She was president of the Maryland 
Chapter Women's Branch Union of Or- 
thodox Jewish Congregations of Ameri- 
ca. She served as president of the Sarah 
Ribakow chapter of AMW in Baltimore 
and was on the board of the Baltimore 
Zionist Federation, She was on the na- 
tional board af AMW and on the national 
board of the American Zionist Federa- 
tion.

THE 
DILEMMA 
OF THE 


LIBERATED 


by DR. YAFFA ELIACH 


To live in the twentieth century is one 
of the most exhausting and exciting ex- 
periences in modern Jewish history. His 
a century in which we saw the longest 
shadows. and the brightest lights: The 
destruction of European Jewry; the es- 
tablishment of the State of Israel and the 
in-gathering of the exiles. It is a century 
that saw: the greatest technological 
achievements of mankind, reaching the 
stars and the moon, A century where old 
traditions are rapidly making place for 
new ones, only to be replaced in a frantic 
pace by the more novel ones. We women 
were part of all these changes as passive 
onlookers or as active participants, but 
most of all as women, persons who 
sensed every tremor of society in our 
homes, families, and personal lives. 

For us like for so many others the six- 


Lies were the crucial Te sccrried 
Nk decades and mi WOResCOrees 
years of problems polarized, clashed and 


exploded in the sixties. Many basic val- 
ues and the most fundamental institu 
tions of society were questioned and ex- 
d anew, It was a decade that took 
nothing for granted. It was a decade 
where the individual was to assert his or 
her true identity. as a person within a 
newly-emerging social structure. It 
seemed as if the identity crisis would 
break every fiber of society. Everything 
was threatened: children vs. parents, 
young vs, old, individual vs. state, male 
vs, female. As one suggested, it was a 
decade of the Book of Verses. 

It was during these turbulent sixties 
that the Women’s Liberation movement 
became vocal, The women like so many 
other groups started to question old tra- 
ditions, to re-examine accepted customs, 
‘To demand and assert a new position, 
constantly asking the basic questions: 
Who am 1? What does it mean to be a 
woman in the twentieth century? For us 
Jews, the methodology to answer these 
questions seemed simple. An answer as 
old and new as our people and our heri- 
tage. We turned to the Bible, Talmud, 
, modem literature and history. 
find that in @ literature spanning 
many thousands of years and for the 
most part written only by:men, we wom- 
en loom very largely in vivid colors in 
the many books. And we women should 
be grateful to man, for our image isa 
very fine une, allowing for the unhappy 
experiences of some of the authors. 1 
shudder to think as to what would have 
been the image of men in a literature 
written exclusively by women. Exam 
ples from the seventies are enough to sat- 
fy our speculations. 

We women were created equal to men, 
One rabbinie source even suggests that 
the woman was endowed with more wis- 
dom than the man. Yet in the Jewish so- 
ciety existed a division of labor based

‘The law offered her equal protection, 
taking into account her unique physical 
position as a woman. Special laws refer- 
ring to. rape, pregnancy, motherhood, 
widowhood, and others were stringently 
enforced, 

Yet our traditional writings, literature 
and modem Jewish history are filled 
with examples of outstanding Jewish 
women who left their mark on Judais; 
From our outspoken matriach Sarah to 
Bessie Gotsfeld, ZL, and Golda Meir 
we have a full range of women who 
ade it.”

A Renaissance poetess 
complained about her lot of having to 
divide her time between “the pot and the 
poem” (a pun in Hebrew—“shir” and 
seer”). In the Frankist movement, a 
fringe group that left Judaism, according 
to one theory the Messiah will be a wom- 
an and the utopian state of mankind isto 
the liberation of women, The maid of 
Ludmir was a fullfledged female Rabbi. 
Henrietta Szold, Hanna Senesh and Gol- 
da Meir helped to shape the destiny of 
the Jewish people in our own time. They 
were not “token women,” but gifted 
women who did not find the framework 
of Judaism confining and restricting: But 
neither were they representative of a ma- 
jority. The vast majority of Jewish wom- 
en had their place well-defined, their 
children, husband, household and char- 
ity work in the community, The hymn of 
praise to the woman of valor highlights 
it quite well. 

From birth to death the Jewish woman. 
knew what was to be her function in her 
home and community. Among others she 
took care of the poor, the old, the sick 
and those in need. 1 still remember my 
grandmother's story. In her eapacity asa 
member of the “Hevrah Legmilut Hasa- 
din” on some cold winter mornings she 
would hamess the horses, drive her 
sleigh, take wood fraro the rich and give 
it to the poor. Grandma was no revolu- 
tionary. She was a Jewish woman from x 
small town named Bishishok where Jew- 


ish women were. expected to aid the 
needy, American Mizrachi Women and 
many other organizations are a continu- 
ity of these old traditions with adapta- 
tion to the American realities.

In this stage of revolution and transi- 
tion, our dilemma is most apparent, It is

Yet at the same time, in the period of 
transition we endanger the two most vi- 
tal institutions in Judaism: The family 
and the community. Our careers, at this 
stage, claim our total energy; our homes 
with their unique Jewish traditions, our 
community with its long-standing tradi- 
tions claim equally our undivided atten- 
tion. The Jewish home requires more 
than a simple contract between husband 
and wife that provides a simple division 
of labor, dividing the household chores 
as towho will take the shirts tothe laun- 
dry, the children to the playground and 
the old newspapers to the recycling 
plant, The atmosphere at the Sabbath ta- 
ble, the Jewish holidays, depends so 
much on an active traditional participa- 
tion of the woman, This Jewish home is 
now. at stake. The very survival of wo-

As we sat in the living room, looking 
out onto a colorful patio, Mrs, Dinitz 
told us that it was a particularly exciting 
morning for her: that very day, the news 
broke that 76 senators had signed a letter 
to President Ford in favor of continued 
aid and support to Israel. She recalled 
that just the night before she and the 
Ambassador had attended a dinner given 
by Vice President Nelson Rockefeller for 
the Organization of American States 
delegates. The Vice President: looked

‘greeted. thei, but-also. went on to say 


what a brave country Israel is and that it 
is a bastion of democracy in the Middle 
East of great importance and friendship 
tothe U.S. 

Such moments, such Spontaneous tes- 
timonials, do the heart good—particular- 

\ ly for the animated, politically astute 
wife of Israel's thp diplomat 

But Vivian Dinitz is no stranger to the 
whirlwind of political life. Born in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, she majored in and re- 
ceived her Bachelor of Arts degree in 
European History at the University of 
Cincinnati where she met her husband: 
‘They were married in 1954 and lived 
first in Washington as Simcha Dinitz 
served as Assistant to the Director of In- 
formation at the Israel Embassy. They 
then returned to Israel for a number of 
years and later served in Rome from 
1966 to 1968 while Mr. Dinitz was Mi- 
nister at the Embassy there. 

In 1969, they were assigned to Wash- 
ington and Mr. Dinitz. was appointed the 
role of Minister of Information. After 
one year, they were called back to Israel, 
for her husband had been named politi- 
cal adyisor to the Prime Minister, Later 
he was to become Director General of 
the Prime Minister's Office. In March, 
1973, Mr. Dinitz. was appointed Ambas- 
sador of Israel to the United States of 
‘America. 

‘Throughout the years, Mrs, Dinitz, 
too, has assumed a variety of roles, And 
she has undertaken a myriad of projects, 
in addition to beinga fulltime mother to 
the Dinitz’ three children: Doreet and 
‘Tamar; who are both serving in the 
Israeli Army at present, and Michael, 
who recently celebrated his Bar Mitzvah 
in Washington where he attends a Jews 
ish day school. 


SARAH SHANE of Baltimore is the 
newly-elected president of American 
‘Mizrachi Women, BERNICE SAKOLS, 
also of Baltimore, is a member of the as 
sociate national board of American Miz~ 
tachi Women. Both are members of the 
Sarah Ribakow Chapter in Baltimore, 
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Meet Oivian Dinitz 


During her early years in the nation’s 
capital, Mrs, Dinitz worked as a research 
analyst and later at the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. In 
Israel, where she is a member of the Uni- 
versity Women’s Association and Imahot 
Ovdot ("Working Mothers),” she worked 
for two years in the public relations 
office of the United Jewish Appeal. 

Her home has always had to be open 
to visiting personages from all parts of 
the world, her life a hub of social activ- 
ity. 

Mrs, Dinitz recalled that she, as do 
many other active Israeli and American 
women, has always cared for her house 
and her children with little help from 
her husband—even if she was working 
at the time and she did this despite to-

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day's tend towards sharing household 
chores. 

Still, she noted that Israeli women are 
a “great untapped source of humanpow- 
er” who are now being encouraged to 
join the workforce, She told us that dur- 
ing the 1973 War when factories and bu- 
sinesses were in dire need of workers, 
the women of Israel were greatly frus- 
trated because they wanted to help but 
had no training or skills, Crash courses 
were given to train women in mani 
ment in heavy industry and now tiew im- 
portant fields are open to them. 

Another women’s issue, volunteerism, 
is relatively new to Israel, she explained 
to us. Many of the volunteer positions 
that women hold in America are paid po- 
sitions in Israel. Interestingly, both her 
mother and mother-in-law work actively 
in behalf of day-care centers in Israel.‘ 

Although Mrs. Dinitz hardly leads the 
life of a typical housewife, she performs 
many of the same chores as one. She is 
usually home when her son, Michael, 
gets home and spends time with him and 
‘supervises his homework. And she goes 
“all out” during their daughters’ month- 
jong Army leaves—the same leaves 
which are given to all soldiers whose 
parents are overseas, as the Israeli au- 
thorities feel that such visits are impor 
tant psychologically for the young peo- 
ple, Mrs. Dinitz does not do the cooking, 
but she does plan and supervise the 
menus and marketing. She has no favor- 
ite where she does her personal shop- 
ping, but she prefers to buy inuch of her 
clothing in Israel, particularly evening 
‘wear. She participates in meetings of lo- 
cal civie groups, such as the Washington 
Performing Arts, 


A s the Ambassador's wife, she speaks 
to and meets with Jewish groups 
throughout the U.S. She hosts and at- 
tends many activities in Washington to 
establish and maintain good will, Each 
year, wives of Congressmen, Congress- 
women ard other government officials 
are her guests at the Annual Israel Bond 
Fashion Show. When violinist Isaac 
Stern was guest soloist at the Kennedy 
Genter, Mrs. Dinitz: hosted a reception 
for those attending the rehearsal, She of- 
ten entertains UJA, Israel Bonds and 
other women's groups. Of course, din- 
ners and receptions are held for dignitar- 
ies, especially those visiting from Israel. 

Mrs. Dinitz animatedly described a 
dinner and reception held recently in 
honor of President Ephraim Katzir. The 
guests included members of the diplo- 
matic community and the government, 
several scientists who are personal 
friends of President Katzir, and a pianist 
and violinist whose performances 
rounded out an exciting evening. 

When asked about her adjustment to 
the different life-styles she has had to 
Jead, Mrs, Dinitz responded that there 
was really no difficulty. She was raised 
in a traditional home-and was active in 
Zionist youth groups in Cincinnati. So 
the idea of living in Israel was easy to.ac- 
cept. Living within Embassy circles in 
U.S. for the first five years of her mar- 
riage, diplomatic life soon became an 
easy one to lead. At no time, she told us, 
did she ever have to make a sudden 
change in her life-style. Her children, 
too, take diplomatic life in stride having, 
‘grown up in that environment and being 
friends with children from other di- 
plomats’ families, Young Michael's Bar 


Mitzvah, a few weeks earlier, was held 
in the U.S. (so as not to disrupt his 
schooling), with 70 relatives and out-of- 
town guests attending, including Mi 
Dinitz” parents and Ambassador Dini 
sister and brother from Israel, as well as 
Washington dignitaries including Secre~ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger and his 
wile. 

Because of her strong traditional back- 
ground, Mrs, Dinitz is quick to say that 
her home is kosher, notwithstanding the 
policy that the official residence be kosh- 
er so that any Jew may eat there, She ap- 
proves ofa traditional education in' the 
schools and feels that there isa growing 
trend towards such a curriculum. She 
knew of American Mizrachi Women dur- 
ing her youth group years in Cincinnati, 
anil was aware of the work of our Bakka 
Settlement House in Jerusalem and of 
Beth Zeiroth Mizrachi in Beersheva, the 
town in which her sister lives. 

‘The Dinitz’ have little spare time but 
when they do, ‘they enjoy attending 
concerts. Recently, to entertain out-of 
town guests, they had tickets to the Na~ 
tional Ballet—coincidentally, the same 
night as the Shab of Iran and his private 
party were present, adding a gala touch 
totheevening. 

Mrs, Dinitz also enjoys reading and 
tending her plants, which enhanced her 
home, inside and out. 

Diplomats are aware of course that as~ 
signments change, but it is safe to say, 
however, that Simcha and Vivian Dinitz, 
wherever they will be in the world and 
whateyer capacity they will serve, will 
be doing their part to be Israel's top- 
flight representatives and ambassadors 
of good-will.

TT ie United Nations has descended to 

new low ationality 
irresponsibility. Its resolution on Zion- 
ism is a perverted act which distorts real- 
ity, encourages anti-Semitism and makes 
a mockery of the legitimate goals and as 
pirations of the Charter. The passage of 
this resolution by the U.N. represents 
the triumph of gotry and obscenity 
over decency and truth. 

‘This resolution is an affront to both 
the Jewish people and the Jewish nation. 
It represents an organized attemipt to de- 
nigrate the principles of the Jewish faith 
In the broad sense, nvore than 
just a political movement, for it is based 
upon the spiritual fink between the Jew 
ish people, their faith and their 
While ostensibly directed against the 
State of Israel, the anti-Zionist resolu 
tion isin fact an attack on Jews. 

The resolution has been soundly eon- 
demned by leaders throughout the west 
em world, One of its inadvertent results 
has been more open support for Israel 
both in the European community and in 
Africa, 

President Gerald R. Ford condemned 
the Committee's action and declared that 
“the resolution can only undermine the

tion in the future.” Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger has also com- 
plained that it passage threatens the 
United Nation's capacity as a mediator 
in the Middle t. 

‘The Moslem-Soviet coalition, ‘how: 
ever, had an assured majority in the A 
sembly and used it for its own reckl 
purposes. 

The passage of this degrading 
tion has been costly to both 
and the United Nations itself. The Arabs 
had assumed that they could rely on the 
atitomatic support of Black Africa, They 

ken. The Ivory Coast and Li- 
beria voted against the resolution while 
Ethiopia, Ghana, Sierra Leone and Zaire 
were among the many African states that 
abstained: Even some of those African 
countries who supported it, out of a 

se. of duty to “Third World Solidari- 
ty", were angry at the Arabs, for by add-

was robbed of unanimous support. Fur 
thermore, the oil policies of the rich 
Arab states have cost the poor countries 
of Africa dearly. There are African 
statesmen who are beginning to realize 
that their support for the Arabs has not 
brought any benefit to their own, coun- 
tries and indeed they may be exchanging 
European colonial rule for Arab eoloni- 
alisin. 

American supporters of the United 
Nations are deeply troubled for the or- 
ganization is becoming increasingly 
meaningless asa viable international fo- 
ruin. The United Nations was tradition- 
ally seen as a universal ideal—a place 
where the needs and hopes of “We the 
Peoples ’* would haye an opportuni- 
ty for expression. It was immediately ob- 
vious, however, that this ideal clashed 
with the reality of intemational political 
life. Nevertheless, there remained a com- 
mon framework within which all mem- 
ber states functioned, 

This framework of shared values and 
aspirations has been shattered. The 
United Nations has become an arena for 
conflict rather than for resolution and a 
place where selectivity rather than uni- 
versalism holds forth. For example, the 
refugee issue was an important concern: 
of the organization in 1945 and contin- 
ues to be one today. However, we find 
that certain. refugees warrant interna- 
tional care while others are obliquely ig- 
nored, Similarly, the disregard for rights 
is deplored when it oceurs in some coun- 
tries, while it is ignored when it occurs 
in others, Politically motivated selectiv- 
ity has infested the entire organization. 
Even so-called “factual” statements and 
a ‘can no longer be regarded as reli- 

le. 

‘The United Nations has become « pa- 
rody of the original intent of the Charter. 
Started as an anti-Nazi alliance, it has 
now become a world forum for anti-Se- 
mitism. The very symbol of dedication 
to the ideal of swords into plowshares, it 
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has become an arena of battle and dis 
cord. The reality has strayed so far fr 
the ideal that even thoughtful supporters 
of the United Nati 

value and efficacy, 

Heretofore, supporters of the United 
Nations could claim that the organiza- 
tion's shortcomings in the political area 
were unimportant in the face of its many 
achievesnents in the non-political field 
‘The works of UNESCO, the World 
Health Organization and such were a 
source of justifiable pride. Within the 
past few years, however, the venom of 
political discord infested even these 
so-called non-political areas as well, 


n order to mmderstand why the 

United Nations has disappoint 
ed even some of its truest supporters we: 
must take a closer look at its workings as 
well as its structure. The democratic 
character of the international organi 
The United b 


ganization of peoples. It is, rather, anor 
ganization of governments and as such 
reflects the national interests of its mer 


ber states. At a time when most of the 
people of the world are ruled by dictator- 
ships, it would be unreasonable to, ex- 
pect the. world organization to be gov- 
ered by considerations of international 
equity or general welfare. Rather, the 
United Nations reflects the totalitarian 
nature of many of its member states. 

Psychology teaches us that when man 
acts as part of amass he is apt to descend 
rather than ascend on the scales of both 
intelligence and decency. Delegates to 
the United Nations respond ina similar 
fashion. The tumultuous reception for 
the gun-toting Arafat is a recent sad ex- 
ample, 

‘The enormous difference in size be- 
tween participating countries is another 
source of abuse within the organization. 
A majority of yotes in the General As- 
sembly may in reality represent only a 
small minority of the world’s popula- 
tion. Bloc voting has further exacerbated 
this difficulty. When the United States 
and the Maldive Islands have an equal 
vote, it is obvious that the “democratic 
equality” practiced in the General As- 
sembly is artificial and contrived. 

Israel's position in the United Nations 
has been further eroded because the 
Arab-Soviet bloc not only controls the 
voting within the General Assembly, it 
even manipulates the composition of the 
various bodies taking these votes. Israel 
has never been elected to one of the three 
major councils of the: United Nation— 
the Security Council, the Economic and 
Social Council or the Trusteeship Coun- 
cil, Similarly, Israelis hold no positions 
of significant influence within the Se- 
crétariat. 


he relationship between Israel. and 

the United Nations has been unique 
in many ways. There are many who be- 
lieve that Israel was created by the U.N. 
‘This is not true, Israeli sovereignty was 
secured not in the General Assembly, 
but on the battlefield, Nevertheless the 
acceptance of the Partition Plan by the 


General Assembly was an important ele- 
ment in the drama of the establishment 
of Israel. Similarly, the machinery of the 
U.N. was useful in establishing the 
Coase-fire agreements of 1948-1949, The 
U.N. was able to function effictively at 
this time because the interests of the 
U;S. and U.S.S.R. coincided. Very short- 
ly thereafter, the two superpowers start- 
ed pursuing conflicting interests in the 
area and Israel became.a pawn in their 
inter ional power play. Soviet support 
for the Arabs was full-fledged whereas 
the West's support for Israel has always 
been tempered by a desire for friendship. 
(oil) with the Arabs as well. fn the Secu- 
rity Council the Arabs could always rely 
‘on the Soviet veto, while Israel did not 
automatically get that kind of support 
from the United States. 

During the 1950's and 1960's when Is- 
rae! was subjected to repeated border at- 
tacks, the U.N. was strangely silent and 


concemed itself almost exclusively: with

Israeli actions but conspicuously omit- 

ting reference to the cause of these ac- 

tivities 

The precipitous removal of the United 
ns Emergency Forces by former 

Secretary General U Thant in 1967 

mphasized anew the ephemeral nature 
of U.N, commitments, The events of the 
Yom Kippur War provided another sad 
example of U.N. non-objectivity. In the 
‘opening days of the war, when the Arab 
forces were advancing, the Security 
Council refused to even call for a cease 
fire. Only when Israeli forces had rallied 
and another. Isracli- military, -vietory: 
seemed possible did the Security Coun- 
cil act. The United Nations became a 
source for anti-Israel diatribes. This 
anti-Zionist resolution is but the, cul- 
mination of a long process of defamation 
and vilification. 

If we examine the actual voting on the 
anti-Zionist resolution we will see how 
far the reality of the U.N. has strayed 
from the theory of the U.N, The delegate 
from Kuwait, Abdalla Yaccoub Bishara, 
‘was the person who was chiefly instru: 
mental in ramming this draft resolution 
through the Committee. Kuwait, witha 
population of about one ion, wields 
power inthe U.N., far beyond its relative 
importance, The lure of oil money, when 
combined with behind the scenes power 
brokering, is very potent indeed. 

Vote trading has become a hallmark of 
U.N. parliamentary proceduire. For ex- 
ample, Chile voted for the anti-Zionist 
resolution in the 3rd Committee in the 
hopes of securing Soviet-Arab support in 
killing a recent report on the use of tor 
ture and other violations of human rights 
within Chile. Mexico, in turn, is alleged 
to have supported the resolution becanse 
President Luis Echeverria is seeking to 
replace Kurt Waldheim as Secretary 
General and is using this strategy as a 
means of lobbying for votes. 

It is interesting to note that under 
United States pressure Chile did not 
support the resolution. Indonesia is a 
Moslem country which has unequivocal-

el. It is believed that like many 
states, she is disappointed in the lack of 
Arab financial support. 

We must remember that the chief 
ers in the economie battle waged by the 
OPEC countries are the poor non-indus- 
trialized countries of the Third World 
There ms that at least 
some of these countries. are becoming 
aware of these realities. The ail produc: 
ers have pledged about $10 billion to 
help the developing countries. These. 
pledges, by and large, have not been ful- 
filled. Furthermore Iran, which is Mos- 
lem but not Arab, has given three times 
as much aid to the developing eountrie: 
as have Sandi Arabia, Kuwait. Libya 
rag, and the United Arab Emirates com- 
bined. Black Africans claim-that about 
90 per cent of the aid given by the Arab 
OPEC countries has gone to other Mos- 
Jem states such as Egypt, Syria, Pakistan 
and Bangladesh as well as to the Arab 
League members in Africa. This emerg- 
ing conflict between the Arab Bloc and 
Black Africans will undoubtedly be a 
factor in coming U.N. discussions and 
will be carefully observed by Israel 

‘After the Third Committee passage of 
the anti-Zionist resolution, U.S. Ambas- 
sador to the U.N, Daniel Moynihan re- 
marked that if the U.N. continued on its 
present disastrous course, the United 
States-would simply consider the U.N. 
an unimportant body. This is a luxury Is- 
sacl cannot afford, for the U.N. is deeply 
involved in the Middle East. The U.N. 
has devoted more attention to the prob- 
lems of this area than to any other. U.N 
troops patrol buffer zones and report on 
cease-fire violations, The Palestinian re 
fugee camp system is a U.N, operation 
U.N. commissions, observers, and com- 
mittees abound. For better or for worse, 
Israel will have to. deal with the U.N. 

Under these circumstance more vig- 
orous American role there is to be de- 
sired, We caninot simply accept the pres- 
ent state of affairs, for without positive 
American concer nay become 
a source of deliberate vieiousness. to- 
ward all

hie Assembly is aware of the fact that 
the process of negotiation in the 
Middle East designed to bring about a 
peaceful solution is well underway. In 
fact, the various elements of the Sinai 
Agreement between Egypt and Israel are 
being implemented by both sides this 
very day 
‘The majority of the ations represent- 
ed in this Assembly during the General 
Debate applauded in one way or another 
this Agreement and expressed the hope, 
as is indeed envisaged in the Agreement 
itself, that it will be the forerunner of an 


Middle East. 

Against this we have the policy of 
Yassir Arafat. Recently addressing a con- 
ference in Baghdad, he said: 

“We shall not allow any Palestinian or 
Arab side —.. ... to recognize Israel 
orconciliate with it... .” 

You, the delegates of the General As- 
sembly, can either take your place in his- 
tory as having voted for a negotiating, 
process leading towards peace or as hay-

ing voted for the P.L.0, policy calling 
for the destruction of Israel, and reject- 
ing any process of negotiation or com- 
promise out of hand. 

This resolution in its various elements 
calls in effect for the destruction of 
Israel, adding for good measure the ex- 
puilsion of Israel from the United Na- 
tions, the imposition of sanctions, and in 
fact every device calculated to destroy a 
member nation, It would set up a com- 
mittee which in the time honored tradi- 
tion of this august body, in our experi- 
eneé, would be biased and prejudiced 
against Israel, and composed as it would 
he of members who have no diplomatic 
relations with and are openty hostile to- 
wards Israel. By so doing it would create 
4 ‘mechanism, the main purpose of 
which would be to neutralize and bloc 
the existing machinery which is in oper 
ation, and which is designed to move our 
war torn-area towards peace. 

In other words, to put it quite bluntly, 
every single word in this resolution is 
designed for one purpose and one pur- 
pose only, namely to block and obstruct 
any move which would be founded ona 
recognition of Israel's right to exist and 
which wouldenvisage.an overall solution 
of the problem in the Middle East based 
‘on compromise and mutual recognition. 


lemp ize again that by setting up 
this me nism and by accepting this 
pemicious this Assembly 
will have taken an active part in ob- 
structing the movement of the Middle 
East towards peace. That is exactly what 
the sponsors of this resolution avowedly 
seek. 

Let me quote Yassir Arafat again. After 
all, he is the initiator of this resolution: 

Resolution 3236 comprises the liqui- 
dation of Zionist existence, since the P; 
lestinian homeland is Palestine; and 
Palestine at present is Tsrael.”” 


A Tragedy 

The manner in which the General As- 
sembly is dealing with the Middle East 
problem is a tragedy of major interna- 
tional proportions, Its implications are 
terrifying arid sinister. This, forum 
should be acting as one whose purpose 
is to encourage negotiations, to strive for 
consensus and compromise, and that is 
the only manner in which the problem of 
the Middle t will be resolved, In- 
stead, this body, by allowing itself to be 
dominated by a group of intransigent « 
tremists, whose declared purpose is to 
fight against any move towards peace, is 
encouraging dissent instead of accord, 
intransigence instead of compromise, fa- 
naticism instead of accommodation and 
conflict instead of peace. By taking a 
subject which can only be solved by 
compromise and bringing it to the type 
of discussion which we are obliged to 
listen: to in this Assembly, the United 
Nations Organization is being maneuy- 
ered into the forefront of those elements 
who would sabotage every effort in the 
Middle East towards peace. The issue 
before vou is peace or destruction. By al- 
lowing the current process in the Middle 
East to develop we may achieve peace. 
By allowing small groups of irresponsi- 
bie extremists to dictate to this Assem- 
bly, you will perpetuate misery, hatred 
and destruction. 


n opposing the P.L.O. resolution Lam 
by no means implying that we do not 
recognize the existence of a Palestine-

‘The wonder of it all was, however, that 
she,-2 Jewish gitl, was singled out for 
such a privilege in a city famed for its 
many churches, 

When Beilcha was thirteen, her father 
was remarried to Adela Piltz, a well 
educated young woman froma nearby 
town. When Grandma Goldstein broke 
the news to the children, she wove it 
around the premise that it was G-d's 
will, and as such should be aceepted. 

If it was “G-a's will” she would ac 
cept her as her own motheras lang-as she 
lived, and she would see to itthat each of 
the other children did likewise. And soit 
was. Until the day Adela Goldstein died, 
beéause of the loving unilerstanding re- 
lationship between them, few knew that 
Adela Goldstein was not her real mother.

It was about this time that Zionism be- 
gun to make its influence felt, in the 
thinking and culture of European Jewry 

Beilcha was still very young when she 
heard Zionism discussed in her home in 
Preemsyl. Although her father had Faith 
in Herzl’s dream of a Jewish Homeland, 
he felt, as sin Orthodox Jew, that all 
efforts to create it should be in keeping 
with the Torah, recapturing the spirit of 
Gls promise to Abraharn. 

In those days, Dr. Shmaryahu Levin 
was a frequent visitor in the Goldstein 
home, and Beilcha, who felt proud to be 
honored by such an important guest, 
never stirred while she listened to him 
discourse on Zionism. 

One of her closest friends, then, was 
her cousin, Nissen Goldstein, a brilliant 
student, who later became one of Vien- 
na’s outstanding Jewish leaders. He was, 
perhaps, the first one to implant within 
Beilcha the belief that a Jewish Home- 
Jand was the solution to the problems of 
the Jewish peop! 

Th 1900, because of an economic 
depression which swept the European 
continent, Leibish Goldstein migrated to 
the United States, landing ia New York 
City. 

Tt was not until 1905 that Beilcha, ber 
mother, and sisters and brothers were 
able to rejoin their father in New York 


‘American sounding names. 

‘Though their names underwent a 
change, the Goldstein thirst for learning 
did ‘not, Once again, voices began to 
drone on into the night, and their lat on 
the Lower East Side of New York City 
hummed with the fusion of the Old 
World and the New. The childzen had no 
trouble adjusting to their changed envi- 
ronment. They found new friends, and 
ce more, on Shabbos afternoons the 
flat rang with the merry sweet voices of 
young girls and boys. Because Adela 
Goldstein had a lofty sense of what it 
takes to make a home, she drew not only 
her own children about her, but en- 
couraged them to bring these new 
friends into the home, sharing with all of 
them theireares and joys. 

Bessie had been in America only three 
months when a visitor came to their 
home. His name was Mendel Gotsfeld, 
who identified himself as the son of a 
man with whom her father had become 
friendly during his California days, An 
Australian Jew by birth, Mendel’s En- 
glish was flawless. Since Bessie was ei 
ger to learn English as rapidly as po: 
ble, it was only natural for him to be. 
come her first English teacher, introduc 
ing her, too, to a vast body of English 
Literature, It was inevitable, too, that 
what was at first a close friendship, 
should develop into a deeper feeling be- 
tween them. Their marriage in 1909 was 
‘a perfect welding of two minds and des~ 
tinies nto one. 

wo yaar iter they ovata Seattle, 
where they remained for ten years. Dur 
‘ing that time, World War I broke out. 
‘Then followed the Russian Revolution 
and the persecution of tens of thousunds 
of Jews. Many fled to the Osient, while 
thousands sought refuge in the U.S., 
landing on the West Coast. Since they 
had no government authortzation to stay 
on, they were forced to remain where 
they were, onder abommable condi- 
tions, despite the wide open, still nou! 
tivated tructs of lund in and around Seat- 
tle, 


In the face of such an emergency, Bes- 
sie moved quickly, knowing that any de- 
lay might have tragic consequences for 
these despairing refugees. Together with 
Mrs. Yetta Strongin, with whom Bessie 
had become friends, she fought the au- 
therities, quietly, but doggedly, and 
with the perseverance that always cha- 
racterized her, she succeeded in having 
the deportation orders for these unfor 
nates shelved. To them, Bessie and Ye 
Strongin always remained the symbols 
of anew hope

ith che fatification of the Balfour 

Declaration, Alivah to Palestine; 
which had, up to now, been proceeding 
at a slow ‘trickle, suddenly received a 
new impetus. Young men and women 
from Europe bursting with idealismand 
energy rushed there, leaving behind 
¢ homes, careers, and fami- 
in their zeal to rebuildthe Promised 
Land. Ina little while villages emerged, 
and land which had lain fallow for cen 
turies began to bloom under the sell-sac- 
rificing, hrow-sweating toil of these ear- 
ly chalutzim. 

Here in the U.S,, there were a number 
of individual Mizrachi women’s groups 
raising funds, but functioning as auxil- 
iaries to the men's Mizrachi organiza- 
tion, At the Mizrachi Men's Convention 
‘in 1925, in Cleveland, Bessie’s plan for 
bringing ‘groups together on the 
national level as one organization, and 
functioning under its own charter, was: 
presented by Adela Goldstein, with 
whom she had discussed the idea very 
‘@ften. Among the leading Mizrachi 
members at this convention, were Rabbi 
Meyer Berlin, Z1., Rabbi Wolf Gold, ZL, 
who favored the plan despite the oppo: 
tion of many who feared the men’s or- 
ganization was thereby set to lose much 
of its revenue. Adela Goldstein, with her 
deterinination to see the plan succeed, as 
itdid, and at Bessie’s urging, became the 
first national president of the newly in- 
corporated Mizrachi Women’s Organiza- 
tion of Americ:

‘was set up eventually 
as the first vocational high school for re- 
ligious girls in Jerusalem, 

In 1932, when Bessie and Mendel de- 
cided to settle in Palestine, it was with 
an emotional. wrench that they parted 
from the family. From then and there on, 
the rest of Bessie’s life story is written 
into the annals of the MWOA, to whose 
growth and accomplishments she gave 
so selfles: joyfully, and lovingly. Her 
xctive brilliant mind was always at work, 
devising new methods and planning for 
wiew facil ting the ev- 
er-increasing flow of refugees streaming 
in from Holocaust lands, as well as from 
other countries where Jews were being 
persecuted. Thus, the doors of BZM, Je- 
Tusalem, were thrown open for numbers 
of refugee girls followed by the building 
and establishment of another such 
school in Tel Aviv. With funds supplied 
by the MWOA, she set up homes for the 
homeless unfortunate children, by estab- 
lishing Mosad Aliyah, Techiyah, Motza, 
‘and Tater on, Tel Arish, besides seve 
sth — 

Her ideas raced ahead sands 
Spired vision which laid the groun 
for many a:project long before the actual 
need arose, created recreational and 
communal centers such as the Youth 
Center in Jerusalem, and the Communi- 
ty Center in Haifa, the Sleep-in-Nursery. 
Beth Hayeled in Bakka as well as seve 
nurseries and kindergartens and_ the 
Beth Zeiroth Mizrachi in Beersheva, The 
expanded facilities in previously opened 
installations, such as both the Gruss and 
the Eisenberg Comprehensive High 
Schools, which she unfortunately did 
not live to see, bear the stamp of her vi- 
sion and inspiration, and of the perfee- 
tionist she was. 

However, what brought Bessie the re- 
alization of her greatest and most ambi- 
tious dream, was the establishment of 
the Children’s Village in Raanana, 
named Kfar Batya in her honor. She had 
planned it as a beautiful village, amid 
beautiful surroundings, and equipped 
‘with facilities to meet the childrens’ cul- 
tural, educational, and spiritual require- 
ments; where motherless, homeless 
Youth Aliyah children could live as one 
large integrated family. Itstarted ont as a 
farm school with four dormitories and a 
dining room, barely able to accommo- 
date the 150 children from concentzation 
‘camps who were the first to arrive there. 
Today it serves close to 1,000 Youth 
Aliyah and Social Service children liv- 
ing in it, as well as day students, who 
come from the surrounding areas. It is 
now a major industrial center, and as a 
self-governing project, enjoys an interna- 
tionally enviable reputation, 

Kfar Batya, a monumental accom- 
plishment, attests to Bessie’s determined 
foresight, patience, and perseverance, 
for though she was a great dreamer, she 
‘was an equally great doer. 

‘Alongside her, always, stood her hus- 
band, Mendel. Quoting her niece, Leona 
Goldstein Goldfeld: “Fle was her const- 
ant encouragement, strength, partner in 
evermthing she did, her counsellor, the 
shoulder she leaned on, the arm that 
held her up.” He knew that what she was 
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ies for accommo: 


doing was important as Life itself to her, 
yet it in no way detracted from the love 
she felt for him. But rather it enhanced 
it, for she was giving to both of them the 
children they were never fortunate to 
bear themselves—and for this he loved 
her all the more. At times of despair 
which only he could discern in Bessie, 
he was the one who gave her new cour- 
age to. go back to the work planned for 
that day 

When Mendel passed away in March 
of 1948, it left Bessie numbed and grief 
stricken, but in the midst of her heart- 
ache and pain, she realized that with all

everyday human relationships. In her 
thinking, speaking, doing, in the areas of 
activity to.which she devoted her ener- 
Bies, the needs of human beings in gen- 
eral, those in want, in particular, and our 
Jewish people, specifically were con- 
stantly before her. To the thousands of 
children and young people brought to 
Istael by Youth Aliyah, she was a sympa- 
thetic, gentle, loving guide and con: 


and would not forsake her, and because 
she believed that the vast majority of Or- 
thodox Jewish women would rally to her 
call. Pioneering in establishing the vari- 
ous schools, homes, and nurseries was a 
Jong uphill climb with many missteps 
and much stumbling.

IN THE 


BEGINNING 


BY BELLE J. GOLDSTEIN 


Tn is not always measured in days, 
months or years, but sometimes in 
terms of the events that mark a given peri- 
od. In these terms, in attempting to measure 
the activity of American Mizrachi Women, 
n say the time stretched far beyond 
the 50 years of its existence. 

I search my memory. It is the summer of 
1924. I recall Bess e Gotsfeld, Z'L, discuss- 
ing animatedly with Adel. \dstein, Z"L, 
a plan to create a religiously-oriented Zion- 
ist women’s organization. Bessie had the 
strong conviction that with a combined 
effort, the Orthodox Jewish woman could 
become a constructive force in the building 
and restoration of the Jewish State as a truly 
Jewish home. 

With the aid of Adela Goldstein, a group 

formed in November of that year. It

ter from which the national organization 
grew. 

Some months later, in May, 1925, Adela 
Goldstein headed a delegation of her wom- 
en to the men’s convention in Cleveland, 
Ohio. There, together with a number of iso- 
lated women’s groups that were function- 
ing as auxilia: of the Men’s Organiza- 
tion, the Mizrachi Women’s Organization 
was formed. The plan had been formulated 
and projected by Bessie Gotsfeld. Adela 
Goldstein was elected national president 
and Bessie Gotsfeld, national secretary; but 
Bessie was and remained until her passing 
the practical visionary and mentor of our 
organization. 

Being a young mother at the time, I was 


active participant at meetings, but I 
remember some of the women who were in 
the leadership then. They were, in the 
main, inexperienced in organizational 
procedure and with no particular academic 
standing, but with so much heart and soul 
and with complete faith in the Zionist 
ideal. 

Soon after the 1925 convention, Bessie 
left on a personal it to Palestine, At the 
same time, she made a survey of conditions 
there, looking for a possible project the or- 
ganization could undertake, 

I remember the conference held after her 
return. I can see Bessie now, speaking in 
her low but stirring voice, as she proposed 
that we establish a vocational school for re- 
ligious girls in Jerusalem. This was a totally 
new kind of education for the adolescent 
girls of that time. 

It needed a good deal of courage for the 
newly-formed organization, still in an emb- 
ryonic stage, to take on such a program. We 
had no office except for des 
Men’s Mizrachi office, ¢ occasional- 
ly the use of their secretary. Since we had 
no field worker, the National President and 
Bessie Gotsfeld, themselves, had to travel 
long distances, being away for weeks at a 
time, to organize chapters and raise funds. 

Later it became necessary for Mrs. Jrena 
Shapiro, Z"L, who was national treasurer, 
and myself, also, to travel to the various cit- 
ies in order to help strengthen and develop 
our fledgling organization. It meant travel- 
ing by train, and often sleeping on trains, 
bearing all kinds of discomfort, quite differ- 
ent from the fast and easy flights of today. 

In 1930, Bessie Gotsfeld and Jrena Shapi- 
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ro were commissioned by the organization 
to go to Pa ine to find either suitable 
ground on which to build, ora fitting build- 
ing to house a vocational school. How well 
I recall the enthusiasm of our Executive 
Board, when the cable arrived, reeommend- 
ing the purchase of a building on Rashi St., 
where our Beth Zeiroth now stands—today 
of course, greatly enlarged and expanded. 
Mrs. Shapiro returned, but Bessie Gotsfeld 
remained until all matters concerning the 
purchase of the building and plans for its 
renovation were completed. 

In 1931, Bessie and her husband Mendel 
left the U.S. to make their home in Eretz 
Israel. We bade them farewell with mixed 
feelings. 

It was, however, the good fortune of 
American Mizrachi Women that Bessie and 
her husband decided to settle in Eretz 
Israel, for from the day she arrived there 
until her death in 1962, she carried the re- 
sponsibility for the planning and execution 
of all that we accomplished in Israel. 

When the first signs of Nazism appeared 
in 1931 and Nazi propaganda intensified, 
German Jews began to see the handwriting 
on the wall. Their first thought was for the 
safety of their children. It was then that Re- 
cha Freier began to plan some way of get- 
ting the children out of Germany. She be- 
came the moving force in starting the action 
to bring children to Palestine to ensure 
their escaping the dangers of Nazism. 

This was actually the beginning of what 
was to become the Youth Aliyah moyement. 

Hitler became Chancellor of Germany in 
early 1933. The plight of German Jews was 
so grave and so desperate that the necessity 
of rescuing the children became urgent and 
immediate. 

Bessie worked feverishly to set up the 
staff and management for the school and to 
have the building made ready for occupan- 
cy. There was no precedent for vocational 
training in Palestine on a secondary level, 
and subsequently teachers for the various 
subjects were hard to procure. Finally, in 
October, 1933, the building was opened. 
Among the first to enter were a group of re- 
ligious girls from Germany. They came as 
part of an advance group of Youth Aliyah, 
before Youth Aliyah was actually launched 
officially in February, 1934. 

The 1934 Convention in Detroit, I re- 
member quite well because we arrived at a 
turning point in the development of our or- 
ganization. All our conventions were held 
simultaneously with the Mizrachi men. We 
conducted our own sessions, of course, but 
our delegates participated as delegates to 
the Men’s Conyention as well. There were 
some among the leadership of the Mizrachi, 
however, who refused to recognize the exis- 
tence of the Mizrachi Women’s Orgar 
tion as an independent national women’s 
organization. We were determined to put 
through a resolution at this convention, de- 
manding that the Mizrachi declare our or- 
ganization the officially recognized national 
women’s organization within the Mizrachi 
moyement in the U.S. 

The resolution went through after a very 
heated debate. Dvorah Rabinowitz Maso- 
vetsky was the most vocal of our parti 
pants and I remember the applause that fol- 
lowed. 

The passing of that resolution may not 


have any significance today, but then it 
meant much for the future of our organiza- 
tion. Our convention closed with a decision 
that our conventions would no longer be 
held simultaneously with the Mizrachi 
men, and Mrs. Jrena Shapiro, Z’L v 
elected national president. This was cli- 
maxed by the burning of the mortgage. 

Adela Goldstein had built the pilot group. 
into a national organization. It was a rough 
road to travel, but she was tenacious and 
completely dedicated to the task. 

Jrena Shapiro had boundless enthusiasm, 
limitless vitality and was deeply committed 
evating the organization to the highest 
ion of recognition as a leading Zionist 
women’s organization. She brought the 
American Mizrachi Women to the highest 
level on the national and international 
scene. Her presence at any meeting repre- 
senting AMW commanded the respect and 
admiration of everyone. She led the way for 
the future of our organization. 

Under her leadership, Beth Zeiroth Miz- 
rachi, Tel Aviv, was built and established. 
When it was opened in 1938, it was hailed 
by the Municipality of Tel Aviv, which do- 
nated the land, as one of the most important 
and much-needed institutions in the ci 
Meanwhile, it was the period of greatest tr 
gedy for German Jewry. Nazism began to 
engulf other parts of Europe and the world 
watched, not hearing the cries of anguish 
nor lifting a voice to end the onslaught. 

In 1937, American Mizrachi Women 
were represented for the first time at the 
World Zionist Congress, with Jrena Shapi- 
ro and Miriam Ginsberg as our delegates. 
Our organization had not only grown in 
size and importance, but we had a Junior 
Mizrachi Women’s Organization as well. 

Meanwhile, the critical situation of Euro- 
pean Jewry caused Youth Aliyah to inten: 
fy its work. Hundreds upon hundreds of 
children were being absorbed in various in- 
stitutions in Palestine. The dormitories at 
Beth Zeiroth Mizrachi in Tel Aviv and Jeru- 
salem were filled to capacity with Youth 
Aliyah children. 


“I Shall Not Forget” 


The Zionist Congress held in Geneva, 
Switzerland, in August of 1939 stands out 
as an experience I shall not forget. Our 
delegation to this Congress consisted of 
Shulamith Wald, Chava Cohen and myself. 
Of course, it was exciting enough, sailing to 
Europe for the first time. It opened a new 
world; but upon reaching Geneva and 
meeting delegates from other countries—it 
was an emotional experience. What I saw 
on the faces of the delegates coming from 
parts of Europe was fear and apprehension. 
As much as we thought we knew what was 
happening, it was only when we saw and 
spoke to them that we began to compre- 
hend, inconceivable as it was, what it 
meant to live in constant fear of what the 
next day might bring. This was brought 
sharply home to us when, after the third 
day of the Congress, an announcement was 
made that all delegates holding Polish pass- 
ports were advised to leave for home. 

The Congress closed suddenly on the 
10th day, after debate on how to fight the 
White Paper and what strategy to use to res- 
cue victims from the terrible conflagration 
and get them to Palestine. How difficult it

was to say “goodbye” to those who we 
knew were going back to possible doom. 
We had to leave quickly for Paris. It Tu- 
mored the borders between Switzerland 
and Paris would be closed, All night long 
we traveled in a blacked-out train, arriving 
in Paris at dawn—then waited to register at 
the American Embassy. Reservations for 
immediate departure were unayailable as 
everyone was trying to get out of Europe. 

I remember sitting in our hotel room in 
the evening when an excited porter in the 
hotel rushed in to draw the heavy black-out 
drapes. Europe was acquainted with 
bombs, as we fortunate Americans were 
not. At night the streets of Paris were dark 
and deserted, but during the day one could 
ly mark the fear of approaching war on 
each Face. 

My thoughts kept going back to my fel- 
low delegates who had left Geneva before 
me. What fate awaited them? 

All we could do was pray for them. 

Finally, on Friday morning, September 
Ist, we left Paris for LeHavre to board the 
boat for home. As the three of us waited in 
line to get on board, I heard someone say, 
“Did you hear that Warsaw was bombed? 
War is declared.” My heart stood still. Fora 
moment I thought I did not understand. 
But it was true. 

We sailed in complete darkness, once 
night fell. Radios were taken away from the 
passengers, cables to the U.S. were not per- 
mitted—no one allowed a lighted cigarette 
on deck at night. It was a very rough voyage 
with practically everyone confined to their 
rooms. We had taken a northern route to 
avoid a possible submarine attack. It was a 
harrowing experience, but I kept remem- 
bering that we were going home to our fam- 
ilies, to the safety of our homes—while mil- 
lions of our fellow Jews, what of them? The 
joy of reunion with my family, finally a 
week later, could not erase the picture of 
those sad good-byes in Geneva.

Ihe period between 1939 and 1948 

when the State of Israel was declared 
was to be one of great upheaval, of tragedy 
as well as triumph for all Jews on the face 
of the earth. 

As the world crisis mounted, opportuni- 
ties for emigration decreased. Visas were 
impossible to obtain. Often refugees were 
turned down from one port to another. 
Ships sank. Jews were drowned. 

By the middle of 1942, deportation had 
begun to the death camps at Auschwitz, 
Maidanek, Treblinka, Bergen Belsen and 
many others. The Allies were altogether 
inactive regarding the fate of the Jews 

Jewish resistance movements were active 
in the ghettos, in the camps and in the for- 
ests. Individuals and small groups carried 
out daily acts of sabotage in the very centers 
of Nazi domination. The liquidation of the 
Warsaw Ghetto began in 1942. 

The White Paper of 1939 stopped immi- 
gration almost completely and sealed off 
the gates of Palestine at the precise moment 
that the Holocaust engulfed European Jew- 
ry. Britain refused to open the door even to 
those refugees who managed to save them- 
selves from the Nazi inferno. The Yishuy 
was betrayed. David Ben-Gurion declared: 
“We shall fight as if there were no White 
Paper and we shall fight the White Paper as 
if there were no war.” 

Palestine was their only hope! 

In the late 1930's, we American Mizrachi 
Women realized that the trickle of boys and 
girls into Palestine would soon be a desper- 
ate flood. We had to be ready for the survi- 
yors. We set up dormitories on the top floors 
of our Beth Zeiroth Mizrachi in Tel Aviv 
and Jerusalem. Many of those first Youth 
Aliyah children would grow up to become 
the next generation of leaders, teachers, 
principals and defenders of the soon-to-be 
Jewish State. 

Here in the U.S. during the war years, we 
raised funds to help our children. Beth 
Chaluzoth was opened in BZM, Tel Aviv, 
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in 1939, to be followed in 1940 by a sum- 
mer camp program providing healthy en- 
joyment for these youngsters, who had 
known nothing but suffering. We estab- 
lished our AMW scholarship program in 
1940 to assure a brighter future for still 
more children, and we set up afternoon 
clubs in Tel Aviv and Jerusalem. 

Also during those war years, we estab- 
lished day nurseries in Pardes Hanna, 
Schunat Shapiro, Sderoth Ben Zion and 
Schunat Hatikvah of Tel Aviv. In 1942, Ju- 
nior Mizrachi Women pitched in to build 
the children’s houses at Tirat Zvi and Yay- 
neh. That same year, the Beth Hayeled 
Sleep-In Nursery opened in Pardes Hanna 

s a Youth Aliyah institution, and a day nur- 
sery for children of working mothers. 

Each of these crucial years saw the birth 
of a new AMW project geared to support 
Israel’s growing needs, In 1943, Mer- 
cazioth, a form of pre-vocational training 
for girls in AMW elementary schools—was 
organized—one of Israel's landmark educa- 
tional programs. That year, too, the first 
Youth Aliyah children from Teheran were 
given a home and a future at the newly- 
established Motza Children’s Home, which 
was operated with OMEN. 

The year 1944 also marked the establish- 
ment of Mosad Aliyah Children’s Village in 
Petach Tikvah, which is to this day a haven 
and a center for personal growth and devel- 
opment of hundreds of children from the 
four corners of the earth. 

With the end of World War II came the 
final period in the struggle for the Jewish 
State. We would play a key role in the ab- 
sorption of thousands of immigrant chil- 
dren. 

I went to Israel with my family for the 
year 1946-1947, The British would not ex- 
tend our visas, so I returned to the U.S. in 
June, 1947. I was elected national president 
in November of that year. 

The year we spent in Israel was beset 
with critical situations. The Haganah and 


Etzel carried out activitie: 
ish, who curtailed immigration and institut- 
ed blockades and curfews which kept the 
survivors of Hitler's death camps away 
from the shores of Eretz Israel. They 
searched homes and stopped traffic. In gen- 
eral, the British made life miserable. But it 
also made us more determined to fight for 
our ideals and above all, to bring in the so- 
called “illegal immigrants.” 

With ingenuity and determination, Be: 
sie Gotsfeld, ZL, and I managed to super 
vise our projects; visit our children; encour- 
age our staff; improvise for the lack of ne- 
cessities; bring food and supplies—all this 
in spite of the road blocks and curfews. 

Belle Goldstein, who came to Israel with 
us and remained for the first few months of 
that year, will attest to the widespread inter- 
est we created when we arrived. We were 
the first American Jewish women to come to 
Israel after the War. 

It was that year, too, that I was one of 
American Mizrachi Women’s delegates to 
the first World Zionist Congress after 
World War IT in Basle, Switzerland. I trav- 
eled to Basle with Bessie Gotsfeld, ZL, 
and other Israeli delegates. A profusion of 
memories surface to my mind of that Con- 
gress. I retain the memory of emotional 
meetings with Jews who had survived the 
concentration camps and who came to the 
Basle Congress, not only as delegates, but 
to get documents and passports from the Is- 
raeli delegates which enabled them to enter 
Israel with us upon our return. That was 
one of the many ways we outwitted the 
British’s inhuman curtailment of immigra- 
tion. 

I remember the resolution that we, Amer- 
ican Mizrachi Women, presented to the 
Congress, requesting that agencies in 
Israel, especially Youth Aliyah, give every 
n child, until the age of 14, a religious 
education.

We appealed to the conscience of all dele- 
gates in the names of the martyred parents. 
We claimed that it was our holy duty to con- 
tinue the training these children received 
from their parents before being consumed 
in the gi ambers. We claimed this would 
prove to the world and to the despised Na- 
zis, that their efforts to destroy our spirit 
and our religion—were a total failure, 

Is it a balm to the ingrained wound of 
that Congress, that at the last World Zionist 
Conference, held in Jerusalem in early 
1975, those very groups who spurned our 
resolutions and voted against us, now speak 
of the importance of religious education for 
children—not only in the Diaspora but also 
in Israe 
American Mizrachi Women is an organi- 
tion that works feverishly. We were cer- 
tain in the very inner depths of our beings, 
that momentous days would be coming. We 
must be ready! All National Officers came 
to the main office every day at 9 a.m. and re- 
mained until 4 p.m. or later. This dedica- 
tion and responsible approach to the duties 
of being a National Officer continues to this 
day. 

We were also involved in a large degree 
on the loc: ‘ene. We had representation of 
such bodies as: The American Section of 
the World Zionist Organization; American 
Jewish Conference; Jewish National Fund 
National Council of Women’s Organiza- 
tions; Youth Aliyah and Child Rehabilita- 
tion; and the Youth Movement. 

Allow me to digress somewhat: A flash- 
back, if you will, to an important even 
Seven years after our organization was 
founded, and a few months after my mar- 
riage, I was a delegate to the 1932 Detroit 
Conyention of the Men's Mizrachi Organi- 
zation. Though we had come as delegates to 
the previous conventions, we always ma- 
naged to hold one or two sessions for wom- 
en delegates only. However, at this 1932 
Conyention, we decided to push through a 
resolution for autonomy. I was assigned to 


present the resolution. I have written about 
this incident in my book “Orchids in My 
Refrigerator” and called the chapter “Birth 
Pangs.” 

Today when I meet some of my former 
“opponents” of that year, who now hold v: 
rious positions in the World Mizrachi 
movement and in the Jewish Agency, they 
smile sheepishly and admit it was provi- 
dential we became autonomous—because 
we have contributed enormously to the reli- 
gious life in Israel. They take pride in our 
achievements—and the chutzpah— 
sometimes they take credit too! 


The Creation of the State of Israel 


The most dramatic and ing event in 
my lifetime of association with our organi- 
zation was the hour in history, the realiza- 
tion of our impassioned hopes—the crea- 
tion of the State of Israel, May 14, 1948. 
This momentous event occurred during my 
term of office as National President. I was 
filled with awe and reverence to G-d, with 
thanksgiving to all our wonderful American 
Mizrachi Women, who had faith in our 
goals, when I spoke in behalf of our organi. 
zation at the city-wide rally at the Manhat- 
tan Center called to celebrate the birth of 
the State of Israel. It was a great moment in 
Jewish history. We were proud. The dream 
had become reality. History being 
made, 

That year also marked the dedication of 
the Bessie Gotsfeld Children’s Village, Kfar 
Batya, in Raanana. The four dormitories 
and dining room were completed and 150 
children from the concentration camps 
were the first to arrive. 

By that time, we had already established 


three major projects: Beth Zeiroth, Jerusa- 
lem; Beth Zeiroth, Tel Aviv and Mosad 
Aliyah in Petach Tikva. There were also a 
number of smaller projects, ie. Meshek Ye- 
ladim Motza, a Youth Aliyah home outside 
Jerusalem, now in the Talbieh section of Je- 
rusalem; Techiya, a Youth Aliyah home in 
Petach Tikva for very young children; Mo- 
sad Tel Raanan, a Youth Aliyah home in 
Pardess Trivaks, Bnai Brak—now it is lo 
ed in Bakka, Jerusalem; kindergartens in 
Schunat Shapiro, Schunat Hatikva, a hostel 
for working girls in Beit Struck, Haifa, 
which is now a community center, spon- 
sored jointly with the Mizrachi Women’s 
Organization of Canada. 

The years that followed were marked 
with expansion and new undertakings, 
which are surely mentioned in these pages. 
Suffice it to say, that today, about 8,600 
children benefit from our services in Israel. 

The work in Israel was initiated and s 
pervised by Bessie Gotsfeld, ZL, with the 
help of a limited, dedicated group of volun- 
teer women and a devoted professional 
, it became increasingly diffi- 
sie to manage our “empire” and 
missions of American women would come 
over the years and stay for a short period to 
assist her. But it was not enough. Each time 
I came on one of the missions, Bessie 
would plead with us to come and settle in 
Israel. 

In the summer of 1949, I was back in 
Israel with my family, where once again I 
worked with Bessie and with Grace Hol- 
lander, our Israeli Treasurer. 

These are but fragments of my memories 
of the early years. But they will live forever 
in the minds and hearts of Jews every- 
where!

AMW EXPANDS 
TO MEET THE 
INGATHERING 


OF THE EXILES

t was mid-July, 1948, two months since 

that thrilling exaltation World Jewry e: 
perienced when the dramatic announce: 
ment of the State of Israel was proclaimed 
by David Ben-Gurion. In response to our 
beloved Bessie Gotsfeld’s urgent cables, I 
left for Israel. The War of Liberation was 
won but fighting was still going on and no 
commercial planes were flying into the 
Holy Land. I flew to Rome and waited. Af- 
ter a few days, a call came to me during the 
night from an unknown source to be ready 
and within the hour I was on an Israel 
bomber, strapped to the floor, winding my 
way skyward. I was on my way to Israel! 
My first trip to the land of my forefathers. 

I have visited Israel thirty-one times 
since then and each of these trips brought 
its special thrill and itement but none 
compared with the tremendous emotional 
impact of this first trip. As the bomber 
swooped downward to make a landing, the 
rising sun loomed in the horizon liké a ball 
of fire—a significant omen for me—as the 
dawn of anew day—the dawn of a new life 
for our people who would be coming home 
at long last from the four corners of the 
earth after 2,000 years of wandering home- 
lessness. 

And I witnessed the beginning of the in- 
gathering as I stood at the pier at the Haifa 
port watching the boats coming in from Eu- 
rope. Thousands of Israelis came there dai- 
ly waiting and praying that perhaps rela- 
tives might have survived the Nazi Holo- 
caust and they would see them coming 
down the gang plank. The tearful reunions! 
The joyous homecomings! They came from 
the D.P. camps in Europe, from behind the 
barbed wires of the internment camps in 
Cyprus, for the most part human wreckage 
in poor health and broken spirits. 

Coming into Jerusalem, I saw our first 
project, Beth Zeiroth Mizrachi, with its 
hundreds of refugee children studying and 
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playing and leading a normal life. 

1 saw with pride all our other projec 
and around Tel Aviv under the brilliant and 
patient guidance of my dear Bessie Gots- 
feld, ZL. Her understanding and concern, 
her wisdom and foresight, her deep love 
and interest were incomparable and I 
learned much, Our program had to be in- 
tensified and expanded to provide for the 
thousands of refugee children who would 
be coming into Israel. A new and dynamic 
social service program had to be added to 
our existing program of Education and Vo- 
cational Training, Youth Aliyah and Child 
Restoration. 

My admistration was witness to many 
very important events. 

It was the period during which Israel set 
up a complete machinery of government 
and all the institutions and services needed 
for a peaceful and progressive civilian life 
in a free democracy. The first general elec- 
tions were held in Israel and almost a half 
million men and women turned out to 
vote—to vote for a Jewish government. The 
first Constituent Assembly, “The Knesset 
Israel,” met. Dr. Chaim Weizmann was 
elected first President of the State of Israel. 

During my administration, Israel almost 
doubled her population, She gave sanctu- 
ary and new life to hundreds of thousands 
of refugees who had wandered the broken 
highways of exile and homelessness across 
the face of Europe for so long. Operation 
“Magic Carpet” took place and on the 
wings of Angels they came from Yemen, 
from Iraq, from Bukhara, from the mellahs 
of North Afriea, and from all parts of the 
world, 

Our organization, eyer mindful of the tre- 
mendously crushing burden this unprece- 


dented Aliyah posed upon Israel, assumed 
its responsibilities forthrightly to help meet 
this crisi 


All our institutions expanded 
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new immigrant children who were sent to 
us by Youth Aliyah. We were the organiza- 
tion which absorbed most of the religious 
Youth Aliyah children. 

Beth Zeiroth Mizrachi, Tel Aviv, added a 
third story as a hostel for refugee girls of 
working age who came to Israel and needed 
a home to eat and to sleep in, a place to so- 
cialize and to take courses, to become better 
integrated into the economic life of the 
country, In this same BZM, Tel Aviv, 
where yocational courses were already be- 
ing given to adolescent girls in cookir 
dressmaking, designing, home econom: 
and allied trades, new courses were added: 
Bookkeeping and office management; and, 
to meet the need for trained kindergarten 
teachers, a course in kindergarten teaching 
and handicraft instruction was introduced. 

At Mosad Aliyah in Petach Tikvah, we 
added a dormitory building and other nec- 
essary facilities for the absorption of addi- 
tional Youth Aliyah refugee children. We 
had rented quarters for the younger chil- 
dren in Mosad Techiyah and in Mosad Tel 
Raanan. We reconditioned and equipped a 
new Mosad in Tel Arish to house, care for 
and train another 150 Youth Aliyah chil- 
dren who came from Czechoslovakia, from 
Tripoli and from Yemen. I participated ina 
Bar Mitzvah celebration party for 28 boys 
one Saturday night—a most moving affair. 
A beautifully prepared program, but nary 
a parent present! The 28 Bar Mitzvah 
celebrants were all orphans. 

In our Bessie Gotsfeld Children’s Vil- 
lage, Kfar Batya, prefabricated homes and 
tents were constructed to temporarily house 
additional Youth Aliyah children. A school 
in memory of the great Mizrachi leader 
Rabbi Meir Bar-Ilan, Z”L, was built there 
to serve as an educational institution not 
only for our own children living in this 
beautiful village, but also to serve as a 
school for the newly-arrived immigrant 
children living in the valley surrounding 
Kfar Batya. The construction of the 
Kraushaar Synagogue was started to seryice 
the spiritual needs of the children. A lock- 
smithing school, tool shop and a print shop 
were set up alongside the cobblery and 
weaving shops. The facilities for agricultur- 
al and industrial training were expanded to 
equip our children with professions and 
trades to enable them to take their rightful

places in the future leadership of Israel. 
During my administration we built the 
first settlement house in the Bakka area of 
Jerusalem and the first youth center as well, 
to meet the social needs of the entire family 
in the neighborhood. The people who lived 
‘ka were indeed symbolic of “Kibbutz 
liot.” It was a heterogeneous community 
ranging from old Yishuv Jerusalemites to 
Slavs and North Africans. 

In 1951, we joined forces with the Mizra- 
chi Women organizations of Canada, Eng- 
land, France, Belgium, Switzerland and 
South Africa and Israel and organized the 
World Women’s Mizrachi Organization 
which adopted as its primary function a 
program of social services to combat the 
missionary activity rampant at that time 

On the American scene, our organization 
grew phenomenally. Tens of new chapters 
were added. Regions and councils were set 
up throughout the U.S. We were recognized 
and acclaimed by all agencies both here 
and in Israel. We presented the first 
America-Israel Friendship Award to the 
late James McDonald, a staunch and devot- 
ed friend-and the first Ambassador to Israel. 

Our chapters raised the necessary funds 
for the Jewish National Fund, We dedicat- 
ed a Forest in the Jerusalem Corridor in 
memory of another good friend, President 
Harry S. Truman, the first leader of a nation 
to recognize the State of Israel. 

The first Israel Bond Drive was launched 
in 1951 and David Ben-Gurion made his 
first official visit to the U.S. as Prime Minis- 
ter of Israel. I was witness to the tumultu- 
ous reception accorded to him by the City 
of New York. American Zionist leaders 
were present and all were visibly moved as 
Ben-Gurion walked down the ramp of the 
plane as the massing of colors took place 
and the combined bands of the U.S. Army, 
Navy, Marines and Air Corps played Hati 
vah, New York schools were closed that day 
and the school children lined the streets 
waving the Israeli flag as the cortege of dig- 
nitaries with Prime Minister Ben-Gurion’s 
car leading the procession rode through the 
streets of New York—A day never to be for- 
gotten! 

In the summer of 1951, I attended the 
23rd World. Zionist Congress which was 
held for the first time on Israel soil—in the 
unfinished Binyanei Haooma in Jerusalem. 
Tt was a most moving experience meeting 
fellow Jews arriving from every part of the 
world sitting together with Israelis to delib- 
erate about the future of Israel and of Jews 
the world over, exactly 55 years after the 
First Zionist Congress met in Basle where 
Theodor Herzl prophesized “If You Will It, 
It Will Come to Pass.” The Jewish State 
was a reality! 

At the 1951 Convention, I handed over 
the mantle of leadership to Ella Lewis, a 
most devoted and capable American Mizra- 
chi Woman. 

At the 1956 convention I was recalled to 
serve for another one year term. 

Mrs. §. Deborah Ebin ZL, was my im- 
mediate predecessor. As the dynamic head 
of the Children’s Village Committee and of 
our Youth Aliyah and Child Restoration 
program, she worked tirelessly from the 
time she assumed the chairmanship of 
these two programs in 1943, And she con- 
tinued serving these with that same mea- 
sure of selflessness and dedication during

her administration despite the heav: 
tional burdens and responsibilities p 
upon her as National President. The fruits 
of her labor were the increase in our mem- 
bership and fund raising here in the U.S. 
and the increase of our services to Israel. 
During her term of office we dedicated a 
forest of 50,000 trees in the Jerusalem Cor- 
ridor in honor of Bessie Gotsfeld, Z”L, and 
we presented to Kibbutz Massuod Yitzchak 
a library in honor of Moshe Shapira, 

T shall conclude my report as I began. It 
was now autumn, 1957. Again a war had 
been fought and Israel was victorious in the 
Sinai Campaign. I was again on my way to 


Israel. 

This 1957-visit to Israel was the 10th 
since my first visit in 1948. What miracles 
were wrought during this period! 

In this year of 1956-57, my last term a 
National President, the Gustave Wurzweil- 
er School and laboratories as well as a Bet 
Hatarbut “Cultural Center” were built in 
Mosad Aliyah. We also expanded and de- 
veloped the Farm School in this project. We 
planted the first citrus trees in a new 
“pardes” (fruit orchard) in Kfar Batya and 
we refurbished and added new equipment 
in all our institutions. AMW consistently 
met its every challenge and crisis.

“My art is filled with an abundance of re- 
ligious symbols and concepts, such as the 
Sefer Torah, the shofar, quasi-human 
figures, exotic plants and creatures, and of 


course Jerusalem, the city of fire and light. I 
portray the works of the creator, the Torah 
and its mitzvoth, Divine Providence, exile 
and redemption.” 

How did this complex, talented young 
man find the unique route of spirituality, of 
Torah Judaism, as the fitting one in which 
to express his art? His story is a spiritual 
pilgrimage and an unfolding of the soul, 
filled with struggles and visions. 

He recalls that his school days and Army 
service, which included being a paratroop- 
er during the Six-Day War, dragged on 
long as the proverbial exile,” for rigid in- 
stitutional frameworks stifled his imagina- 
tion and creativity. Afterwards, he was con- 
sumed with his early dreams of studying art 
and learning about the world. “It was a 
great dillemma for me,” remembers Rabbi 
Nachshon. “Either to fulfill my dream of 
many years—to go to Paris, the center for 
Art, or to search for my essence through en- 
tering a Yeshiva. In opposition to the norm, 
I decided for the world of Torah, and took 
the path of the spiritual life.” 

After a while, when he met the Holy 
Rebbe of Lubavitch in New York, the 
Rebbe told him “Many generations have 
passed and the feel for art within a kosher 
framework has not been repaired. You will 
repair it.” 

He was offered many grants, but he un- 
derstood from the Rebbe that “in holines: 
he must make his own way. He lived in 
New York for two years with his new wife. 

“The first year I came to know the city 
through the subway on my way to the 
School of Visual Arts, where I took a course 
in commercial art. The cost was paid k 
stipend from the Rebbe. The second year I 
still didn’t live off my art,” he says. “Rather 
it was through shoveling snow, and janito- 
rial work at the high price of $1.25 an hour. 
But in spite of the poverty of my physical 
life, I received a rich spiritual one from the 
Chassidic environment and the Rebbe’s 
‘farbrengen.’””

York was not for him and was not fostering 
the kind of spirituality that he strove for in 
his life or in his beloved art. He returned to 
Israel with his family. 

And then—the Six-Day War. 

“The suddenness of the War completel: 
changed our lives,” explains Rabbi Na 
hon. “Our youthful ideals—and foremost 
the fulfillment of the mitzvah to acquire 
and fill the redeemed lands of Israel and to 
return Jerusalem to the glory of our anc 
tors—brought us to join the first settlers 
who, with G-d’s help, saw the rise of Kiryat 
Arba near Hebron and the tombs of the Pa- 
triarchs.””

Rabbi Nachshon has said that “Hebron 
has been a Jewish city for thousands of 
years, since the era of Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob who were buried here. We have come 
to Hebron to re-establish a Jewish presence, 
to live at peace with our neighbors and to 
demonstrate to all the world that Jews and 
Arabs can dwell side-by-side in brother- 
hood and harmony.”

A 
man passed me and asked, ‘Why do you 
look so depressed?”

He said, ‘Listen to my advice. Starting to- 
day, say the entire Book of Psalms for a pe- 
iod of forty days. You will soon see a salva- 
tion.’ The man continued on his way. 

“I took his adyice and it happened im- 


mediately. I passed the test, thank G-d. 
With the saying of the Psalms, my heart and 
mind opened. All that I did not get from the 
schools and cou uddenly came to me 
from this holy source 

“I have since then had one-man exhibi- 
tions at Sheken Gallery, Tel Aviv, 1970;

here she sat on the dais, in a place of 
honor. 

It was her 70th birthday. 

The audience sat in awe as we solemnly 
pledged to carry on and bring to even great- 
er heights the accomplishments which have 
become a reality because of her foresight 
and vision. 

Her name was, of course, Bessie Got- 
sfield, ZL, our founder and mentor. 

And that scene at our 32nd annual con- 
vention in 1957 in Chicago symbolized the 


early days of our organization. 

But those of us who sat in the audience 
realized that our pioneering days were over; 
that we had reached by the mid-1950's a 
maturity that would carry us to meet new 
challenges for the next 20 years. 

Who can forget, too, the international 
scene? We had begun to see that though 
Israel was victorious in the Sinai Cam- 
paign, the world would not allow us to reap 
the benefits which would lead to peace. Is- 
rael was forced to withdraw without a 


THE AMERICAN MIZRACHI WOMAN, 


There were those who fought against the 
reparations negotiations. It was pointed out 
that the restitution denotes the return by the 
criminal to his victim of the illegally ac- 
quired goods. On this, there is a clear-cut 
verdict of the Torah; that he shall restore 
that which he took by robbery. No moral is- 
sue is involved when the demand is for the 
return of stolen goods. 

In Israel, from the very first day we estab- 
lished the Beth Zeiroth Mizrachi in Jerusa- 
lem as the very first religious vocational 
school for girls in Palestine, we knew that 
the future of Israel depends on the quality 
of her people; that the children must be 
educated to their greatest potential; that 
they must live in a unified Israel based on 
the tradition of our Torah. 

We know that each child who is helped to 
a general education and a way of life, then 
on to a vocational education and finally and 
hopefully to further education in institu- 
tions of learning—we will have made a sig- 
nificant contribution to the unity and 
growth and development of Israel. There- 
fore, in 1952, we extended the scope of our 
operations to meet the challenges. AMW 
opened the new Esther and David Shapiro 
High School in BZM, Jerusalem. We also 
dedicated the Eichler Library in BZM, Je- 
rusalem—a much-needed project for our 
children, In 1952, we opened a dormitory 
in Mosad Aliyah, a gift from the Mizrachi 
Women’s Organization of Canada. The 
nd Max Golden Infirmary in Kfar 
was also established in that same 


ad some sad moments, too. Chaim 
Weizmann, the first president of Israel, died 
in 1952, The Jewish people lost a great 


peace agreement with the Arab states, from 
whose lands during the 1950's terrorists 
had left to murder and maim the people of 
the Jewish State. 

Who can forget, too, that Convention dur- 
ing which we heard two great men: Abba 
Eban, Israel’s first Ambassador to the U.N.; 
and Senator Hubert Humphrey, whose out- 
spoken sympathy to Israel at a time when 
his popularity at his peak won him the 
privilege of receiving AMW’s American- 
Israel Friendship Award. 

On the Israel scene, we achieved much 
from 1957 to 1962. This was a period of rel- 
ative calm—immediately after the war of 
1956 and five years prior to the war of 1967. 
A steady flow of new immigrants from the 
mellahs of Morocco as well as from central 
and Eastern Europe made it imperative that 
we expand our educational facilities. We in- 
stituted a teacher training seminar at Mosad 
Aliyah and began a pilot program for teach- 
ers to meet educational needs in the devel- 
opment towns and border settlements. Also 
at Mosad Aliyah, those years marked the de- 
dication of the Wurzweiler Science Labora- 
tory, a pioneer in agricultural research; and 
the beautiful Schreiber synagogue. I shall 
always recall the dedication of that syna- 
gogue, which I was privileged to attend, as 
a high point in the history of our organiza- 
tion, 

1958 marked the dedication of the Jo- 
cheved Shapiro Forest on the road from Je- 
rusalem to Beersheva. 


leader. He was the man who, above all oth- 
ers, implemented the vision of the Jewish 
State, 

These were years of expansion. In 1953, 
the Kraushaar Synagogue in Kfar Batya was 
completed. Later, the famous Scrolls of 
Leeuwarden were to be housed there. 

An infirmary, a gift to AMW by the Wom- 
en of Mexico, was opened in Mosad Aliyah. 

We joined with the citizens of Israel and 
the Jewish people throughout the world to. 
celebrate at our 1953 Convention, the 3,000 
anniversary of the founding of Jerusalem 
“Tr Shalom—the City of Peace.” At that 
time, also, AMW marked another anniver- 
sary, our 20th anniversary of BZM, Jerusa- 
lem. And, as we marked the 20th birthday 
of BZM, Jerusalem, our thoughts and our 
hearts turned to the gentle woman, our 
great leader, our beloved Bessie Gotsfeld, 
ZL, who pioneered the way for American 
Mizrachi Women in Israel. 

In 1953, the Mosad Techiyah Sleep-In 
Nursery was transferred and established in 
Tel Raanan. We are always moved emotion- 
ally when we visit this project. So many 
children from underprivileged and broken 
homes in Jerusalem find tender and loving 
care and affection and they do so at a tender 
age, when a child is so impressionable. 

In cooperation with the World Mi 


achi 


Women, we founded Bet Rachel Leah in 
Jaffa, the community center, kindergarten 
and day nursery. In my administration, we 
expanded the farm in Kfar Batya and erect- 
ed new farm buildings as well as a carpen- 
try shop. 

We intensified our programs of Child 
Restoration, Vocational Training and Social 
Service efforts, dividing them into three 
components as separate services. 

And in 1954, our First American Mizra- 
chi Women’s Pilgrimage Tours arrived in 
the Jewish State, to be followed in later 
years by large AMW Pilgrimages. 

Yes, we have come a long way. Today, 
AMW projects and accomplishments are 
known far and wide. I pray to the Almighty 
that this generation that has known so 
much travail, and at the same time such 
heights of emotion and exultation, will yet 
ng peace in Israel.

The Bessie Gotsfeld Childrens Village, 
Kfar Batya, in Raanana, which was already 
a showplace of Israel, was home and school 
for more than 500 underprivileged chil- 
dren. The boys and girls had one of their 
dreams come true upon the completion of 
the Rita and Ben Kaufman swimming pool. 
Soon after, as the Kfar grew, the much- 
needed Morris Bienenfeld Library was als 
established. 

When Bar-Ilan University was created in 
Ramat Gan, American Mizrachi Women de- 
dicated a student house on campus in order 
to be identified with this fine religious in- 
stitution. In 1960, the Beth Hayeled Sleep- 
in Nursery was set up in Bakka, 

During this time, also, there were three 
momentous events. 

The first occurred in 1959 when the May- 
or of Beersheva pleaded with AMW to 
build a high school for girls inthe Negev to 
erve the new aliyah emerging from North 
Africa. He put it bluntly: Unless AMW 
builds a school that will serve the potential 
of these new olim, the girls will be doomed 
to become housemaids or juvenile delin- 
quents—and for this they did not have to 
come to the Promised Land. 

We met the challenge. 

We broke ground for the Beersheva Voca- 
tional High School and Recreation Center 
in 1961, a partnership project with the Miz- 
rachi Women’s Organization of Canada, 
Today it has more than 400 students, in- 
cluding about 80 enrolled in a teachers se- 
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it stands at the gateway to 

5 in its three stories, it houses 
young girls taking commercial course: 
so, a two-year beauty-culture course, kr 
ting, sewing and domestic science. The 
dents emerge as trained and s| i 
of the State of Israel. 

The second event was the establishment 
of the Haifa Community Center, also a part- 
nership project with the Mizrachi Women 
of Canada. Two thousand people go 
through the doors each month. And there is 
a nursery school, a kindergarten and senior 
citizens clubs. 

And when one enters the Haifa Com- 
munity Center, one can visit classes in folk 
dancing, rhythmics, photography, social 
education, handicrafts, woodcraft and me- 
chanics. 

The third event hurt each one of us. Bes- 
sie Gotsfeld passed away in 1962. She died 
and was laid to rest in Tel Aviy, the city 
which was her home for more than 28 years. 
She was not only an architect within our 
network of projects, but a constant source 
of strength to our leadership. She guided us 
and encouraged us to help cope with the 
many challenges confronting us. We 
leamed much from her. She taught us the 
joy of living in Israel, of calling Israel 
“home.” In my final year as president, I, 
too, moved even closer to Israel by setting 
up a residence in Jerusalem, Other AMW 
leaders and members did the same and our 
ranks in the Jewish State began to grow. 
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Dp Ben-Gurion dreamed of opening 
the gateway to the Negev! And that be- 
came the dream of American Mizrachi 
Women. Ever alert to the needs of Israel, 
AMW recognized in the first half of the 
1960s that the Negev was Israel’s newest 
frontier. An enormous challenge was to be 
met in transforming the desert into a thriv- 
ing center of Jewish life and work. 

Therefore, in 1963, we opened our Beer- 
sheva High School for Girls to give addi- 
tional opportunities to the many young 
women in need of education. Competent 
tarial help was of prime importance to 
> the wheels of commerce and industry 
ezev. We fulfilled that need. 

In that year, too, America and the rest of 
the world was shocked by the assassination 
of President John F. Kennedy. In his mem- 
ory, AMW’s National Board voted to estal 
lish the John F. Kennedy Memorial Li 
brary. This was accomplished in conjuction 
with the Jerusalem Municipality in prem- 
es near our Bakka Settlement House. It 
gave young and old an opportunity to read 


and borrow books and periodicals, and to 
acquire a love for reading and study. The 
years in the 1960s were years of growth and 


expansion in our projects. 

In 1964, the Bessie Gotsfeld Children’s 
Village, Kfar Bat expanded so that we 
had to build a dining room so that meals 
could be served to all the children at one

instead of their having to eat in shifts. 

Later on in Kfar Batya, we had to adda 
course in Agro-Mechanics onto the cur- 
riculum so that the boys who worked on the 
machinery in the Village would be able to 
maintain and service the many machines 
that were used there as part of the agricul- 
tural training. And so in 1966, the Agro-Me 
chanics Vocational Center in Kfar Baty: 
was completed. In that same year, Kfar Bat- 
ya grew to such proportions that it became 
necessary to have one central building for 
all cultural events and special occasions 
where the entire Village could assemble un- 
der one roof, especially during the rainy 
weather and the winter months 

In 1966, we established the “Bessie Allen 
Cultural Center for the Performing Arts” at 
Kfar Batya as a tribute to the tireless efforts 
of Bessie Allen, Z”L, of Chicago. Her son, 
Howard Allen, dedicated this project to per- 
petuate her name. 

But it was not just the sounds of construc- 
tion that reverberated throughout Kfar Bat- 
ya. The Village was also the scene of an out- 
standing celebration in 1965. Friends of Dr. 
Nathan Dasberg came from Holland on a 
visit to Israel to seek a suitable place to 
which to transfer and reconstruct the beau- 
tiful synagogue of Leeuwarden, which had 
been maintained as a jewel of that com- 
munity for many years before the Nazis. 
The Dutch committee decided that our 
Children’s Village was the most suitable 
and beautiful place for their purpose. They 
made a gift of their treasure with their Holy 
Scrolls and other objects of great value and 
beauty, paid for the shipment and for the 
reconstructed synagogue, now known as 
the Kraushaar Synagogue of the Bessie 
Gotsfeld Children’s Village. The dedi 
tion was attended by the members and oth- 
er residents of Leeuwarden. The hundreds 
of guests also included the Dutch Ambassa- 
dor and, of course, our own AMW members 
living in Israel or visiting at the time. The 
Leeuwarden Synagogue is not only a great 
attraction for tourists, but primarily a 
source of inspiration and a most important 
historical lesson to the children in Kfar Bat- 
ya. 

Because of the great influx of Youth 
Aliyah children, we had to acquire addi- 
tional facilities to take care of hundreds of 
them who were assigned to our organiza- 
tion. We therefore took over an old, estab- 
lished moshav, Kibbutz Rutgers near Pe- 
tach Tikvah, renamed it “Mosad Aliyah,”

and converted it into an agricultural chil- 
dren’s village. We added buildings and dor- 
mitories as the need arose, without altering 
the existing facilities scattered throughout 
the area. However, as the village grev 
became necessary, in 1965, to c 
services and facilities, such as to 
hot water plant to serv Il the buildings 
and to combine the laundry in one location. 

In the same year, our Beth Zeiroth Mi: 
chi, Jerusalem, was also bursting at the 
seams. We had many more children than we 
were able to adequately care for. We there- 
fore added a third story to the Esther and 
David Shapiro High School for additional 
classrooms. 

The same need for expansion existed in 
BZM, Tel Aviv. In order to make additional 
classrooms available, we had to convert ex- 
isting dormitories into additional class- 
rooms. 

In 1966, the Advisory Committee on Vol- 
untary Foreign Aid of the Agency for Inter- 
national Development (AID) of the U.S. 
Department of State accepted AMW a 
qualified agency in recognition of our work 
in Israel. 

The Yetty and Solomon Silverberg family 
donated funds to build an annex to Mosad 
Aliyah in 1966. This enabled us to establish 
the first seminary classes at Mosad Aliyah. 
In that year, we further expanded our sery- 
ices by adding to the curriculum of the 
science laboratories at BZM, Jerusalem, 
and BZM, Tel Aviy. These courses en- 
hanced the training abilities of students at 
both these projects. 

Little did we know just how crucial that 
work would prove to be in light of events to 
follow.

WAR: 


EXULTATION, 
BUT NO PERCE

y diary recorded it all. 

We were the victors! 

The exhaltation one felt to be in Israel in 

1967; to walk the winding steps of the Old 

Gity; to see Jerusalem open up before one’s 
eyes, to see its beauty everywhere. 

The feeling of holiness and blessedness 
was overwhelming. What an indescribable 
feeling it was, to visit the Western Wall and 
see the kvitels squeezed in among the 
stones. 

How grateful we are to have been privi- 
leged to live in this generation, to have 
stood by at the birth of the State of Israel in 
1948 and at the reunification of Jerusalem 
in 1967, a Jerusalem never to be torn asun- 
der again 

The Six Day War and its glorious ending 
for us was one of the brightest and most im- 
portant events in the history of the entire 
Jewish people. Israel astonished the world 
by defeating the Arab nations in a brilliant 
six-day offensive. In less than three hours, 
on the morning of June 5, 1967, the Israel 
Air Force in a lightning operation de- 
stroyed the Egyptian, Syrian and Jordanian 
air forces, and to a large extent, the Iraqi air 
force. In less than five-and-one-half day 
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the Israel Defense Forces defeated the ar- 
mies of Egypt, Jordan and Syria. For the 
first time since the establishment of the 
State, the threat to our security was re- 
moved. Israel occupied the Sinai peninsula 
up to the Suez Canal, opened the Straits of 
Tiran; gained control of the Gaza strip; took 
the West Bank; and the Golan range, an 
enormous base of Syrian aggression on Is- 
rael’s northeast frontier. Indeed, today, af- 
ter eight years of Arab refusal to recognize 
Israel's rights, these selfsame areas are the 
focus of Secretary of State Henry Kissing- 
er’s diplomatic negotiations. 

The first shofar was sounded at the West- 
ern Wall! The flag of Israel was raised in the 
Old City of Jerusalem! 

Under Sunday, September 17th, I record- 
ed in my diary: What a breathtaking and 
shattering experience it was to stand on the 
Golan Heights. 

That fall in 1967 when I visited Israel on 
a mission for / Z 
had another personal reason for gratitude to 
G-d for a miracle affecting my late parents. 
In 1933, before the State was established, 1 
had visited Palestine and prayed at the Ko- 
tel with my father, Rabbi Elihu Inselbuch, 
Z’L, We visited the grave of my beloved 
mother on the Mount of Oli Tragically, 
after the U.N. partition of Palestine and the 
Declaration of the State and until that very 
year 1967, the Jordanians controlled that 
a and desecrated the graves. In 1960, 
when I led a pilgrimage of 91 people to Is- 
rael with Ella Lewis, I stood and wept be- 
cause entrance to the Old City, and to my 
parents’ gravesite, was forbidden. 

In 1967, 1 offered my thanks to the Al- 
mighty that I found the graves of my par- 
ents intact. My father, who attended the 
First Zionist Congress with Theodor Herzl 
in Basle, Switzerland, and who made aliyah 
in 1932 and who had died in Israel in 1936, 
had had his dream fulfilled: To rest with hi: 
beloved wife on the Mount of Olives in Je- 
rusalem. 

The years that swiftly followed were 
filled with earthshaking events: The brutal 
invasion of Czechoslovakia by the U 
the summer of 1968; the assassina 
Senator Robert F. Kennedy and Martin 
Luther King; strife in the streets and tur- 
moil on the campuses. Those years also 
marked the passing of Winston Churchill, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, Moshe Sharett and 
Levi Eshkol. 

The period after 1967 wi 
small Jewish communities that remained 
trapped in Arab countries. We in AMW did 
everything in our power to aid them. 

The days before the outbreak of the 1967 
War were tense ones in Israel and in the 
U.S, When the fighting broke out our chil- 
dren rose to the occasion with bravery and 
dedication. 

For example, shrapnel fell on our Bakka 
Settlement House. But this did not stop our 
children from running out to embrace our 
Israeli soldiers. 

In BZM, Jerusalem, our children pre- 
pared shelters and first-aid equipment, Our 
pupils kept morale high and worked tire- 
le: with little children from the neigh- 
borhood who were being brought into the 
shelter. 

In the Tel Raanan Children’s Home, 
sandbags were filled and windows taped. 
They prepared reserves of food and fire- 


as tragic for the 


fighting apparatus. Many children from the 
neighboring municipality were brought to 
our Bet Hayeled Nursery. Our precious lit- 
tle children had to wear name tags around 
their necks—but the adults did, too, so as 
not toalarm them. 

In the Bessie Gotsfeld Childrens Village, 
Kfar Batya, most of the madrichim were 
called up to the Army. The pupils in Grade 
12 volunteered and worked as madrichim 
and as teachers in the classrooms, Others 
dug trenches and many became runners. At 
they, too, filled sandbags 
and dug trenches. There was a Haga (Civil 
Defense) Team in the Mosad and our tee- 
nagers worked 24 hours—night and day. 

And so it went in all our projects. 

And still there was to be no peace in the 
Middle East. In September, 1967, the heads 
of Arab states met at a conference in Khi 
toum and adopted the infamous dec 


on: 
No peace. No negotiations. No recognition 


of Israel. Acampaign of terror was unleashed 
against Israel and its citizens. The 20 years 
of Arab aggression continued, Israelis were 
still being killed and maimed. The Arab 
states remained adamant in their refusal to 
advance toward a peace agreement with 
Israel and a large flow of arms moved into 
the Arab world from the Soviet Union, re- 
storing Egypt and Syria to their pre-1967 
position: 

Both President Lyndon B. Johnson and 
Israel Prime Minister Levi Eshkol com- 
mended us at that time for our dedication to 
the welfare of others; for our outstanding 
programs in child care, vocational educa- 
tion and social services in Israel, all of them 
tangible and lasting achievements. 

American Mizrachi Women were tireless 
in helping to build a new land and a new 
society. In November, 1967, we celebrated 
the 20th birthday of Kfar Batya. About 700 
graduates participated in the ceremonies on 
the lovely grounds. They expressed their 
gratitude to AMW’s guide and mentor, Bes- 
sie Gotsfeld, ZL, an extraordinary woman 
whose vision has been acclaimed by all. 

I was in Israel after the 1967 War for the 
purpose of surveying the conditions in our 
projects and beginning the process of form- 
ing new services to meet the changed con- 
ditions in Israel. 

In America, we worked tirelessly for the 
commitment of our government to the 
ase of peace in the Middle East. After the 
Six-Day War, the response from the hearts 
of the American Jewish community was 
verwhelming! Our organization was 
led by the Israel government, Ministries 
of education, labor, social welfare, and in 
the Department of Youth Aliyah, Previous- 
ly, in the U.S., our work was cited in an 
overall report on the White House Confer- 
ence on International Organizations pre- 
sented to President Johnson in June, 1966. 
AMW was again placed in the forefront of 
American voluntary work in Israel in a pub- 
lication entitled “The Record and Vision,” 
by the United National Association. 

Our 42nd National Convention took 
place, from December 11 to 13, 1967, just 
six months after the extraordinary Six-Day 
War. 

Around that time, many of our women in 
America began thinking seriously about 
aliyah. This marked the beginning of 
AMW’s many chugim in Israel. Chugim are

THE NEW ALIYA 
FROM RUSSIA

t was a time when Richard Nixon was 

President, accelerating the U.S. Govern- 
ment’s involvement in the most controver- 
sial war in its histor war that would tear 
the country apart emotionally and political- 
ly. 

It was also a time when the Viet Nam War 
at long last ended and Dr. Henry Kissinger 
won the Nobel Peace Prize. New frontiers 
were being opened in the relationships bet- 
ween the U.S. and Russia, as well as the 
U.S, and China. 

It was a time of the beginning of the so- 
called detente. 

Thus, many subtle political, sociological 
and economic changes which later became 
seriously evident throughout the world, 
took place in the years between 1969 to 
1973. 

In Israel, although there seemed to be 
surface prosperity, the people were subject- 
ed to a War of Attrition. Because of guerrilla 
warfare, many innocent lives were de- 
stroyed. Once more, family upon family 
was losing its loved ones. 

Following the Six-Day War, a feeling of 
complacency developed among the people 
of Israel. A feeling of superior unconquer- 
able strength was prevalent in the land. 
Meanwhile the terrorist groups under the 
leadership of Yasir Arafat was growing. 

Miraculously, a new group of olim was 
coming to the shores of Israel. They were 
the Russian Jews, emigrating by the thou- 
sands. Among them were many highly 
skilled and professional people. And the 
Georgians brought their large, closely-knit 
families with their traditional customs and 
patterns of living. 

In the U.S., Senator Henry “Scoop” Jack- 
son was spearheading an amendment to the 
Fair Trade Bill to require the Soviet Union 
to open its closed doors and allow Jews and 
other minorities to emigrate. 

We American Mizrachi Women opened 
new units and greatly increased our other 
facilities in our projects in Israel for the 
children of these Russian Jew: 

It was during my administration that the 
ground was broken for the Wolf and Julia 
Eisenberg Comprehensive High School 
just north of Tel Aviv. 

The school was built in partnership with 
the City of Tel Aviv. Its spacious lecture 
rooms, laboratories, kitchen and dining 
room are the models of the latest in educa- 
tional buildings. The gymnasium is almost 
Olympic in size. Provision has been made 
for the future erection of a fine arts build- 
ing. The capacity is 1,000 students who will 
come from the nearby towns. 

In January, 1972, the American Mizrachi 


Women sent a delegation of twelve women 
to the World Zionist Congress, the largest 
group ever represented by AMW. Because 
of a world-wide Zionist Census, the Ameri- 
can branch of the Mizrachi Party received 
seats. AMW equally shared this and we 
now have two and a half seats. 

A new thrust was made in November, 
1 when I was privileged to lead a group 
of twenty young women from all parts of 
the U.S. who constituted our Task Force to 
Israel. They obtained an in-depth study of 
educational, political and social problems 
in the Jewish State. 

We were privileged to be present at the 
25th Anniversary celebration of the estab- 
lishment of Kfar Batya, our children’s vil- 
lage in Raanana. At a very moving ceremo- 
ny at which Rabbi Goren, Chief Ashkenazi 
Rabbi of Israel, made his first public ap- 
pearance, busloads of our women members 
of the Chugim of AMW in Israel arrived for 
the program. 


New and old members of AMW are par- 
ticipating in Israel in helping where help is 
needed, supplying the many niceties for 
our projects which our budget can not cov- 
er. There are more than 1,000 members in 
active chugim from Haifa to Beersheva. 
The Israeli government passed a law mak- 
ing compulsory education through the 
ninth grade. Because of this, the course of 
study had to be changed and geared for 
higher education. In many cases, students 
are being prepared for matriculation into 
the universities. New courses such as elec- 
tronics, for which new laboratories had to 
be built, had to be added. 

Symbolical of the perennial growth of 
AMW was the move to larger quarters at 
817 Broadway in New York City. Here in 
our new headquarters we presently have 
the capacity for still further growth. 

May future administrations have the 
schuss to witness and achieve it.

THE YOM 
KIPPUR 
WAR 

& TODAY

he Yom Kippur War exploded just as I 
became National President 

American Mizrachi Women responded 
instantly to Israel’s desper: eds. As did 
Jews the world over, we mobilized all our 
resources. We collected needed supplies. 
We solicited funds. Above all, we main- 
tained all our institutions in Israel at full 
speed. 

Israel was isolated, her people depressed 
and fearful. We in AMW did everything in 
our power to give our children a feeling of 
strength and security. The Yom Kippur War 
brought tragedy to so many people, among 
them many of our own students and teach- 
ers. We increased our social service work to 
deal with the many psychological problems 
caused by the traumatic experience of the 
War. 

Our children were magnificent. Again, 
they dug trenches, worked in the Post 


Office and helped wherever they could. 
Many of our boys from Kfar Batya worked 
in defense factories. They took the places of 
the fathers or brothers who were fighting. 
No family in Israel remained unscathed 
Those were agonizing months for the peo- 
ple of Israel and for Jews everywhere. We 
prayed as we strove for Israel's survival 
American Mizrachi Women have always 
understood the centrality of Israel in our 
lives. We have shown faith in Israel and in 
its people by constantly increasing our 
areas of service and our network of schools. 
In 1970, we laid the cornerstone for the 
Wolf and Julia Eisenberg School in North 
Tel Aviv. It took longer and cost much more 
than we anticipated. It was with great joy 
that we announced the opening of the E 
senberg High School of AMW in Septem- 
ber, 1975. It is a magnificent building and 
offers the best in comprehensive secondary

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education. In addition to a full program of 
academic courses, there is a wide range of 
vocational studies, including dietetics, ho- 
tel management, office work, and fashion 
design. The school is already well known 
for its well-developed and highly special- 
ized music and art departments. There is an 
enrollment of 850 girls and room for many 
more. 

Aliyah is the ultimate goal of the Zionist 
ideal. In the past two years, many American 
Mizrachi Women have settled in Israel. We 
are proud to say that more of our women 
have settled in Israel than those of any oth- 
women’s organization, Time and time 
again, too, we have called upon our mem- 
bers to visit the Jewish State, for tourism 
not only boosts Israel’s economy—it shows 
American Jewish solidarity with the people 
of Israel. 

Our Council of Chugim in Israel work 
with great energy to give personal attention 
to the children in all of our projects. It is 
active body of women which meets regul 
ly. These women are the best proof that 
American Jews can adjust to life in Israel 
and can contribute to Israeli society 

American Mizrachi Women here in the 
U.S. stood behind Israel in the tense diplo- 
matic war. We marched in solidarity pa- 
rades for Soviet Jewry. We participated in 
rallies and demonstrations against the 
mockery of a United Nations which invited 
a terrorist to its podium to receive the ap- 
plause of so-called civilized men. We met 
with President Ford and Secretary of State 
Kissinger for a briefing on the interim 
agreement which was initialled a short 
while ago by Israel and Egypt, and is de- 
pendent upon the approval of Congress for 
its implementation. We wrote to congress- 
men, urging them to support Israel and « 
suring them that a free and democratic State 
of Israel is in the best interests of the U.S. 

At this writing, the friendship between 
Israel and the U.S. is firm—we hope it shall 
always be so. 

These past two years have also witnessed 
the emergence of major Jewish umbrella or- 
ganizations whose purpose is to coordinate 
the activities of all Jewish groups. These in- 
clude the American Zionist Federation and 
the Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, AMW is in 
the forefront of both these organizations 
and in the many others that are working for 


Klal Yisroel. 
As my administration draws to a close, 
we are beginning a year of Jubilee Celebra- 


tions which was launched with our Jubilee 
Convention in Israel. In July, 1975, we 
stood side-by-side, physically and spiritual- 
ly, with the people of Israel. And we shall 
gather in Washington in October, 1975, to 
reaffirm our oneness with Israel, to pledge 
our hands, our hearts, our minds to the 
ideals which we have upheld for half a 
tury. 

Our founder and mentor, Bessie Gots- 
feld, Z"L, could not have imagined how our 
work would grow, and how many children 
would graduate from our schools and flow 
into the mainstream of Israel’s life and her 
defense. These thousands of young people 
add their energies to the progress and hopes 
of the Jewish State. These young people are 
the promise of Israel’s future. And we 
American Mizrachi Women are part of that 
promise and future. We are one with the 
people of Israel.

now abundant with activity in Jerusalem, 
Tel Aviv, Netanya, Beersheva, Rehovot and 
Haifa. 

The 43rd Annual National Convention, 
the first two-country Convention in the his- 
tory of American Mizrachi Women, was de- 
dicated to AMW members who went on 
aliyah. 

Part Two of the 43rd Annual National 
Convention followed in New York City at 
the Waldorf Astoria on September 15-16. 
The 500 delegates returning from the 
Israel-side of the Convention were joined 
by an additional 600 delegates from 37 
states and the District of Columbia. 

The 1968 America-Israel Friendship 
Award was presented posthumously to 
Robert F. Kennedy, Member of the U.S. 
Senate, for the depth of commitment to fos- 
ter understanding between the peoples of 
the U.S. and Israel, and for the courage 
with which he championed the biblical 
ideals of universal peace, brotherhood and 
social justice. 

But we had to get on with the job of con- 
structing workable approaches in light of 
developments. We saw the need to ac- 
celerate our programs to accommodate the 
increased number of teen-agers. We rose to 
meet the demand for our esteemed educa- 
tional facilities by the Israeli government. 
Because of AMW’s vital role, I was privi- 
leged to speak on “Youth” in the Debate of 
the 27th Zionist Congress in Israel. 

We honored many American and world 
figures during the years I served as presi- 
dent. Among them was Senator Eugene 
McCarthy of Minnesota, who received the 
America-Israel Friendship Award for 1967. 
Silver Medallion Awards went to Nelly 
Sachs, winner of the Nobel Prize for Litera- 
ture; Dr. Nehama Leibowitz for her distin- 
guished contribution to Jewish scholarship, 
and to Baroness Alix de Rothschild, world 
patroness of Youth Aliyah, in appreciation 
of her creative leadership and her dedica- 
tion and concern for Israel's youth. The 
America-Israel Friendship Award, present- 
ed posthumously to Robert Kennedy in 
1968, and to President Lyndon Baines 
Johnson in 1969. 

One of my most rewarding assignments 
as president was the presentation of the An- 
nual Award of the National Council for 
Jewish Audio Visual Materials to Mare 
Siegel, noted television writer, producer 
and director, and public relations and pro-

gram consultant to AMW. The award was 
given for the AMW film, titled “The Scrolls 
of Leeuwarden” as the Outstanding Film of 
Jewish Interest to be produced in the U.S. 
in 1966. 

The film was televised that year on the 
American Broadcasting Company network 
and purchased by the U.S. Army, Navy and 
Air Force for film libraries throughout the 
world. In 1967, it won the coveted Golden 
Eagle Award of Cine, the council on inter- 
national non-theatrical events, and was en- 
tered by that quasi-governmental agency in 
several international film festivals, winning 
recognition particularly in the Tel Aviv 
Festival and the American Film Assembly. 

Surely one of the highlights of my presi- 
dency was flying down to the late President 
Johnson’s ranch in Johnson City, Texas, on 
my return from Israel in 1969 to present 
him with the America-Israel Friendship 
Award. What a thrilling experience! I 
brought him gifts from our children in 
Israel for his grandchildren. He was truly a 
charming country gentleman, with nothing 
but praise for AMW. 

From June 16 to 19, 1969, I attended the 
Conference on Human Needs in Israel, 
headed by Golda Meir, Prime Minister of 
Israel. Two hundred delegates from the 
U.S., Europe, South Africa and the Far East 
attended the Conference to plan in depth 
for Israel’s immigration, absorption, wel- 


fare, education and health needs in the 
coming years, and to define our respon- 
sibilities to them. Our goal was the sum of 
$350-$400 million to aid in the integration 
of immigrants and complete the develop- 
ment of Israel’s social services. 

Statistics showed that the population in 
Israel on May 15, 1948, when the State was 
declared, was barely 670,000—in 1969 at 
the time of the Conference on Human 
Needs, it was 2,500,000. 

‘As I look back through my diary, I think 
of the value that Israel has placed upon ev- 
ery human life; I think of American Mizra- 
chi Women who have stood steadfast for 50 
years, giving help where help was needed. 
And I think of the prayer for peace that ap- 
peared as an introduction to the December, 
1967, Convention, which followed close on 
the heels of the Six Day War: 


“Towards An Enduring Peace: 

In the wake of a war which Israel did 
not seek 

An eternally hopeful People 

Hopes—and works—for a just and 
lasting peace 

For American Mizrachi Women, as for 
Jews everywhere, 

The battle is not six days long, or 
even sixty, 

It is every day and forever, 

In deed and in word.”
